“The Brush Argument 


HERE are weird ideas about as to the way the great debate, 
known as the General Election, should be conducted.

THERE was a record muster of Jewish ex-Servicemen at the 
annual Remembrance Service on Sunday. 
THE MARCH OF In all, we understand, there were some five 
THE JEWISH =. thousand men on parade. But, gratifying as 
EX-SERVICEMEN this figure is, it would have been much larger if 
London men had risen as enthusiastically to the 
occasion as their Provincial comrades. Nevertheless, the spectacle 
of these marching Jewish ex-Servicemen—only a fraction of the 
50,000 Jews of the British Empire who fought for this country on 
various fronts during the Great War—must have been a revelation 
to many non-Jews who have had quite a different story dinned into 
their ears, and the broadcast of the function carried the truth far 
and wide. Let us hope that truth, too, is now onthe march. One 
of the most significant features of the occasion was the presence, by 
permission, of a German Jew wearing an Iron Cross. Nothing could 
have presented with more startling effect the contrast between 
German institutions and those of this country. Here, Jewish 
ex-soldiers, headed by the band of a famous regiment and inspected 
by Field-Marshal Sir Archibald A. Montgomery - Massingberd, the 
Chief of the Imperial Staff. In Germany, the Jewish ex-serviceman 
a pariah-and an outcast, robbed often even of his daily bread. 
The events of that memorable afternoon, said the Chief Rabbi in an 
impressive speech, remind us that England is the bulwark of freedom 
and champion of justice among the nations. He recalled his 
Installation Sermon of twenty-three years ago, in which he spoke 
of Britain as “ Earth's nearest realisation hitherto of Might coupled 
with Humanity.” Is there a single member of our Community who, 
mindful of this glorious truth, is not ‘filled with pride in his 
citizenship and deepest love for this thrice-blessed Realm ?

Tiny Minority's Grave Responsibility 


From Mr. A. BARON 
To the Editor of Tur Jewtsn CHronicLe 


Sin,—In a leaderette contained in your issue of November ist, you 
comment upon a report presented to the Deputies relating to the 
unsuccessful efforts to put an end to the practice of seven days trading by 
some Jewish wholesalers in the Houndsditch district. 

I was agreeably surprised to find that the Deputies had made an 
effort to tackle the problem, and it may be of interest to the Community 
to know that several years ago an Association was formed, the primary 
object of which was to combat this very evil, and from my personal 
experience as Executive Officer of this Association, [ can assure you, Sir, 
that the invocation of public opinion against this recalcitrant minority 
will in no way affect their deplorable attitude in the matter, and that, if 
this be the only weapon available to remedy what is undoubtedly a 
scandalous state of affairs, the whole matter will remain where it is to-day 
and where it was a decade ago. 

During the few years this Association was in existence, every effort 

was made to induce this tiny minority to toe the line. We pleaded, we 
cajoled, we threatened, we invoked the aid of the Beth Din, and Dayan 
Feldman interviewed several of them. But all our efforts were unavail- 
ing, and after several years of strenuous and persistent endeavour this 
tiny minority, in defiance o1 90 per cent. of the wholesalers in the district 
who were anxious and willing to conform to the rule of six days trading, 
wrecked an Association which was brought into being to eliminate this 
pernicious system of trading. 

Since, therefore, these few obstructionists remain adamant and 
seemingly impervious to public opinion, may I suggest that the other 
wholesalers enlist the sympathies of their local M.P. and L.C.C. and 
Borough Council members for their cause, with a view to applying further 
peaceful persuasion, and if necessary to promote legislation on the same 
lines as that applied to the hairdressers. 

The wholesale City Houses would, I feel sure, lend their full support, 
if such a course were found to be necessary as a last resort.

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Obituary 


Mr. SYDNEY FRANKENBURG (Mancheste:) 


[From our Correspondent | 


A man of the utmost philanthropic instinct and one whose creed 
at all times was that of social service, irrespective of religion or race, 
has been lost to the whole community, Jewish and non-Jewish, by the 
death last week, at his home, 
Upton Priory, Macclesfield, of 
Mr. Sydney Frankenburg, at the 
comparatively early age of fifty- 
four. Mr. Frankenburg had been 
il for some months, and had 
undergone two operations early 
in the year. Unfortunately, he 
had a relapse a few weeks ago and 
did not recover. 

As a family man, as a social 
worker, as a soldier, in all the 
réles he played, he was a beloved 
figure who will be sorely missed. 
He was a Salford man, the fourth 
son of the late Alderman Isidor 
Frankenburg, who thrice 
Mayor of that City. He was 
educated at the Manchester 
Grammar School, and he jomed 
the fanuly business, the Green- 
gate and Irwell Rubber Company. 
» For over thirty years he was an 
energetic and zealous member of the Park Place Synagogue, to which 
he rendered valuable services. He was elected Presiding Warden in 
1910, and till his death he was a prominent member of the Synagogue 
Council. Always keenly interested in young people’s welfare, he was 
one of the founders of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, and held many 
offices in it during a period of twenty years, and he was a past 
President of the Grove House Lads’ Club. 

His interest extended: to the general community, especially where 
children or sickness and suffering were concerned, and he was Chair- 
man of the Committee on Juvenile Employment of the Salford 
Education Committee for many years, his advice on the problems of 
juvenile labour and kindred subjects being greatly valued. The name 
of Sydney Frankenburg was thoroughly familiar to hospital workers, 
and he was a Trustee and Chairman for some years of the Children’s 
Hospital and Open-air School in Greengate. Three years ago he was 
elected Chairman of the Salford Royal Hospital, on whose Board 
he had been since 1928, and in its period of urgent need he was a 
tremendous asset in gaining renewed public support. He was also a 
member of the Board of the Devonshire Hospital, Buxton. For the 
past two years, Mr. Frankenburg had served as a magistrate.

The Great War revealed a new side to his character. Almost . 


at its beginning, he was out in France as an ambulance driver, but 
in a few months he came back and took a commission in the 8th 
Manchester Territorials, the “Ardwick” Battalion. From early 1916 
tull the end of the War, he served with his regiment, and was wounded 
in France. He also accompanied them through Sinai up to Palestine. 
He received the affection of all ranks, to whom he was familiarly 
known as “Frankie,” and he proved himself an ideal officer and 
comrade, never shirking any dangers or discomforts in or out of the 
battle line. After the War, he kept in touch always with his old 
comrades of the Regiment and the Division, and he gave a garden- 
party to them every year and attended their Annual Re-unions. He 
founded the Sydney Frankenburg Branch of the British Legion, the 
first association of Jewish ex-Servicemen to be formed anywhere, and 
his interest has kept it in a flourishing condition, especially in the 
philanthropic work it regularly undertakes. He was the Branch’s 
Life President. 

It was, however, in his private gifts to the sick and to the poor, 
and to those who had known better times, to old friends of former 
days, old comrades in distress, that his philanthropy and con- 
sideration for others were seen at their brightest. He will be 
greatly missed by the host of friends he made, and not least by his 
old comrades of the War, who will always cherish his memory. He is 
survived by a widow and three children. 

The funeral on Friday was attended by representatives of the leading 
public institutions of Manchester and Salford. The ‘‘Last Post’’ was 
sounded, under the direction of Colonel E. Horsfall, an old friend of the 
late Mr. Frankenburg. The Rev. J. Phillips conducted the service. 

At a Memorial Service held on Srturday at the Park Place Synagogue, 
the Rev. J. Phillips said: “In the many civie and _ philanthropic 
organisations with which Sydney Frankenburg was connected, he was 
entrusted with great responsibilities, and he was acknowledged to be a 
tower of strength by those who were associated with him. No good 
cause in the Community appealed to him in vain. He spent of his 
means with prodigal generosity, but gave even more of himself.

HOMILY FOR THE WEEK 


A Great Woman 


By the Rev. EPHRAIM LEVINE, M.A, 


NI, Genesis, chs. 18 v. 1—22 v. 24 


The Haftara for this week tells us the story of the Shuneinite 
woman and her courtesy to Elisha. The Bible calls her a “ vreat 
woman,” a term nowhere else applied to a woman, and one which «oes 
not suggest in this case the ordinary conception of greatness, but the 
attributes of kindness and consideration. This woman saw what 
others must have seen, but not alone did she see with her eyes, but 
with her heart. The old prophet, Elisha, in the course of his pastoral 
tours amongst his people, came from tume to time to Shunem to confe 
with those who needed his help and to adjudicate In cases of ditt. 
eulty. It could not have been an. easy task, especially for the ld 
man, who, as the appointed successor of Elijah, had to cope with the 
problem of following a great man. We can imagme that public 
opinion in those days was not any more considerate than it is to-day, 
and we can hear the general verdict passed upon Elisha. A’ gon 
man in his way, but nothing lke his predecessor, without the tire 
and zeal of Elijah, whose merits would become glorified after js 
departure and in the light of his successor. We too are prone to 
think in this way and to appreciate our great men after they have 
gone and their successors have taken their places. If we are 
tempted to despair let us console ourselves with the thought that 
perhaps after we have given place to others our true greatness w.'! 
come to light. This good wonian of Shunem noted how the steps and 
tread of Elisha betokened an aged man full sated with work and 
anxiety and probably one prematurely old; for toil and worry exact 
their toil, and they who bear the burdens of a Community grow oid 
quickly. She had a kindly feeling for the prophet and with only the 
intuitive understanding of a woman of great heart she saw how :

We think 
the incident of the old prophet and the rude undisciplined children 
who called out after him in the streets and whose punishmer' 
seemed out of proportion to their childish folly. But here we hav: 
the tender side of the man who was quick to respond to the kindness 
and feminine tact of the Shunemite. There are many people wiv 
would like to entertain a celebrity when he comes in their midst. 
But entertaining great men is an art, and not all understand it. |' 
is no boon we confer when we provide such a guest with hospitali' 
and exact as payment the right to keep him in chains and to provid: 
him with tedium and boredom. This woman had more sense. 5!) 
realised that quiet and retirement and a time for meditation and © 
place of rest exemplified the highest hospitality. And Elisha was 
quick to appreciate her goodness. 

She asked for no reward nor thought of any. But Elisha wou): 
have hked to show some return for all this kindness. One neve: 
knows what are the dreams and ambition of ordinary folk; whether 
they have thoughts of the time when they are taken from the 
environment and elevated to some other sphere where their 
talents may have fuller scope; or whether in the domain in whic): 
they move they lack something that will contribute to their happiness. 
It was a singularly quiet house, with no sounds of the patternny 
footsteps of little children, nor the noise of their pretty little voices 
breaking in upon the stillness of the morning. What was the secre’ 
that lay within the heart of this great woman? What did the future 
guard for her? Perhaps she had hopes of one day taking her place 
amongst the first ladies of the land; perhaps she would welcome tlic 
possibility of leaving this quiet, uneventful existence and exchange '' 
for the more exciting life of the court. A word from Elisha and she 
could soon satisfy. her ambition if it lav in this direction. But the 
Shunemite woman had no such aspirations. “I dwell amongst my 
own people.” If the happiness of home was not complete, if life had 
failed her in anything, it was not in placing her lot in the peaceful 
quiet of the village of Shunem. Her thoughts did not lie in social 
climbing or translation to a sphere where she would feel herself a 
stranger. It was sufficient for her to dwell amongst her own people. 

This is the true greatness of this woman whom the Bible has 
designated a great woman. She was content with the station in 
life to which she had been called and with the opportunities it pro- 
vided for the exercise of her own qualities. There was work to be 
done amongst her own people, and she did not sigh for other places 
or other conditions, There is an amount of wisdom in her answer 
to Elisha which we can treasure. So much of the heartache and 
worry of life is caused by people who cannot realise that content- 
ment and service create happiness and that continual craving and 
envy of other conditions are the forerunners of misery and discon- 
tent. What advantage does all this rush after social advance- 
ment and admission into so-called higher circles bring the Jew? What 
do they gain who will turn their backs on their own people and run 
after others in the hope that they will be mistaken for full-blooded 
patriots? All the time they are grasping at a shadow and losing 
the substance.

Attendance Council Formed 


Fewer Children Receiving Jewish Education 


TACKLING A TOUGH PROBLEM 


In September last, a Conference, representing Jewish Educational 
and Cultural Orgamsations, convened on the initiative of the 
Attendance Commuttee-of the Jewish Religious Education Board, was 
held, which approved the formation of a Joint Attendance and Propa- 
ganda Couneil for London. This Conference, which was presided over 
by Dr. M. Epstein, the Chairman ‘of the Central Commuttee for Jewish 
Education, decided to convene a second conference for Sunday, 
November 10th, for the purpose of appointing an Executive. 

Dr. M. Epstein again presided at the Conference, which was held 
on Sunday at Woburn House. 

Mr. Hernert M. ApLeR, reviewing the present position, said that the 
great, broad fact which faced then was that there had been a diminution 
in the attendances of boys and girls at their Religion Classes. The old 
estabhshed Talmud Torahs hke Brick Lane, Great Garden Street and 
Redmans Road had lost large numbers in the last few years, and so 
had the Jewish Relinous Education Board's Classes in the Commercial 
Road area and the Jewish schools. This was due to the shifting 
population, but with this change of residence there was not a corres- 
ponding increase in the numbers attending classes in the outlying districts. 
The fact remained that they were teaching far fewer children than they 
ought to. There was no proper system of canvassing at the predent 
moment. It was no use organisations working by themselves. They must 
make a umted and determined effort to institute an organised canvass 
and to recommend to parents the classes best suited to the needs of their 
children. He was glad to tell them that the Central Committee for Jewish 
Education, out of the surplus from the Shechita Board and the tax on 
tombstones, had given the sum of £120 for the purpose of this particular 
work which the new body would undertake. 


Appropriation of Club and Play Hours 


Mr. NaTtHan Morris referred to the problem of overlapping between 
the various educational bodies, and to the work of play-centres and 
clubs. These institutions were pbliged to do their work in the only time 
available for elementary Jewish education. They must get in touch with 
the responsible heads of movements and play-centres and arfange for 
them to change their hours or days of meetings. Speaking of the promise 
of the Government to raise the school-leaving age, he drew attention to 
the reservations which provided for girls to be withdrawn for home duties 
and boys to help in their parents’ businesses. The question they had to 
consider was how many Jewish children would take advantage of this 
extra year for improving and continuing their Jewish knowledge. At 
the present time, 95 per cent. left off their Jewish education at the age 
of thirteen. He was of the opinion that they should, without delay, 
start a campaign of enlightenment among the parents, so.that the best 
advantage can be taken of this extra year. It would be necessary to 
get in touch with the schools and with the parents, in order to prevent 
bitter disappointment. Referring to*the religious education of girls, he 
said that only 10 per cent. received even a minimum of elementary 
education. He would hke to suggest the holding annually of a girls’ 
education week. 

Mr. I. H. Levy (Habonim) said that the preparation for the 
Barmitzvah and Confirmation Ceremonies should be put on the same 
basis. They found that, whereas the Barmitzvah was an empty ceremony, 
the Confirmation involved a very serous course of study. The girl was 
far less encouraged to study for the Contirmation, as more was demanded 
from her than the boy. 

Dr. J. F. Mipvrourskxy (J.R.E.B.) suggested the appointment of 
voluntary canvassers for a particular locality. 

Mr. J. Hauteern (Talmud Torah Trust) said that as soon as the new 
Committee was working they would have to consider the standard of 
education they were aiming at. ; 

The Rev. Water Levin (Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes) said 
that one of the greatest factors in connection with their non-provided 
schools was the fact that most of them did not have central schools to 
which to transfer the children, and other organisations were taking away 
their. children. 

Others who took part in the discussion were Mr. E. Sarnpier (St. 
George’s Jewish Settlement Classes), the Rev. B. N. Micwetson, Mr. 
D. Taspor (Federation of Zionist Youth) and Miss 8. Prins (Bernhard 
Baron St. George’s Jewish Settlement). 

The CHAIRMAN said that all were agreed that their work was going 
to be difficult. But it had to be done, because they must realise that 
they were going downhill steadily. They all wanted Jewish children to 
have a modicum of Jewish education. The sooner they started to work 
the better. He thought the prospects were such that one could expect, 
perhaps not all the success they would hke to see, but at any rate a 
very good beginning. 

After an interval for tea, Mr. Herserr M. ADLER presided. 

Miss Hannan Hyam said that they must make the classes more 
attractive for children. She had interviewed many parents and children, 
and found that most of the children had already been to the classes for 
which she was canvassing. That was a very damaging thing. The elder 
girls were most dissatisfied. The mothers, she found, would like their 
children to go, but they had no control over the children. 

Miss Nerrig ADLER said that what Miss Hyam had stated was due 
to the fact that to-day there was a very much higher standard of 
education in the ordinary school, which made the girls rather more critical 
of the teaching in religion classes. 

After Mr. Drurrr (Inter-University Jewish Federation) had spoken, 
Miss K. Rose said that it was proposed that all representatives to the 
Conference should form the Council, in addition to which there would be 
the following Executive : 

Dr. M. Epstein, Mr. Herbert M. Adler, Mr. Nathan Morris, Miss N. Adler, 
the Rev. W. Levin, Miss H. Hyam, Miss M. Moses, Mr. J. Brodie, Mr. J. 
Halpern, Mr. Rosenstein, Mr. I. H. Levy, Mr. H. H. Behr, Mra. A. J. Jacobs, 
Dr. Midloursky and Miss K. Rose, with power to co-opt two others. 

Miss Rose’s proposal for the election of the Executive was agreed to. 

The Conference concluded with a vote of thanks to Dr. Epstein.

Mr. Lipson has been a member of the Town Council, Cheltenham, since 
1929 and of the Gloucestershire County Council since 1925, and is a 
Governor of Cheltenham Grammar School. In Freemasonry he is 
Provincial Grane Registrar of Gloucestershire and Royal Arch. He is 
Chairman of the Cheltenham Branch of the League of Nations Union. 
He was married in 1914 to Juliet Lyon Barnett and has two danghters, of 
whom the elder, Joan. is at Somerville College, Oxford.

The ‘* Ghetto legislation "’ passed by the Nuremberg Reichstag six 
weeks ago has done nothing, so far, towards establishing that * tolerable 
relationship ’" between the German and Jewish peoples which Herr 
Hitler declared, to be its arm. On the contrary, the relationship between 
the ** Arwan ’” Germans, who are becoming steadily more mtensely race- 
~onpacaous wonder the National-Socialist spur, and the Jewish Community 
of about 500,000 souls is growing daily worse, and the plight of the Jews 
oy undeniable scandal. Perhaps’ the most pertment comment, which 
can be heard expressed with understandable bitterness and disgust in 

ecles by no oreans fully ** non-Arvarr,”’ is that the new laws are making 
Navi Germany more than ever inte a paradise for blackmailers. 

The grandtose stagecraft and veritably religious ecstasy which 
dominate the annual Nuremberg Party Rally always render a sober 
awessment of its achievements out of question until some time has 
elapsed and perspective has heen restored. This year, moreover, as 
predicted in August, the distraction ‘of world opimon by the Mediter- 
ranean tangle has plaved into the hands of the Nazi extremists and 
prolonged the usual struggle behind the scenes, the outcome of which 
alone will show whether the fanatics or the more enlightened groups 
ouned fundamentally at Nuremberg. It is still only possible to make an 
mtermm report. But in the meantime irreparable mjustice and harm are 
unquestionably being done. 

“ No Regulations Can Bring Suicides Back to Life ” 

The utmost confusion, together with hardship and bitter tension, 
hus prevailed since Nuremberg, lor the new anti-Jewish laws, as drafted, 
burely touch the basic problems, and the regulations applying them 
have still not appeared owing to the tug-of-war in high places. Nobody 
can yet say to what extent, if any, they will check the proneer process 
by whieh individual fanatics. and—still worse-—subordinate authorities, 
with subtle guidance from higher quarters, endeavour to blaze the trail. 
The law still lags far behind reulities, and every day that . passes 
enables its amateur interpreters to win fresh ground from which it will 
not be easy to dislodge them. No regulations are likely to bring dismissed 
Jews back to their posts, and none can bring suicides back to life. 

The ** new laws,”’ without extensive exposition, are not new. In 
so far as they are not merely codifications of what had become universal 
practice, they had long been predicted and expected. They merely make 
the Jew legally, as well as practically, a second-class citizen, and prohibit, 
on-pain of penal servitude, marriages between *' Aryans ** and Jews, 
which registry offices had already been refusing to solemnise, and extra- 
tnarital relatioffs, which had long been punished with the pillory or the 
concentration eamp. The provision—** for the protection of German 
blood and German honour ’’—that German maidservants under forty- 
five may not be emploved in Jewish households may have been intended, 
as the nbald laughter which greeted it in the Reichstag indicated, to 
be an insult to sensitive Jews, though the average intelligent Jew appears 
to look upon it secornfully rather as a lamentable display of bad taste 
before the whole world by its authors and supporters. 


“Every Sort of Indignity and Persecution” 


The only practical result would seem, at first sight, to be to 
throw out of work thousands of ‘* Aryan’ girls and women, many 
of whom have served happily for years, under conditions equal 
or superior to those in ** Aryan ’’ homes, in households to which 
they had become deeply attached and from which they part reluctantly 
to enter a strugule for existence in which their records, through neo 
fault of their own, will be a handicap. But the Nuremberg laws, in the 
ubsence of interpretative regulations, are being used to justify every 
sort of indignity and persecution, not only by individuals, but by 
established authorities. The intimidation system of the Nazi revolution, 
with its indefinite protective *’ or preventive custody, Its con- 
centration camps, its pillorying, and other social and economic pressure, 
led from the first to the rapid growth of the loathsome practice of denun- 
ciation, which has not yet been stamped out, despite many pious declara- 
tions by public authorities. The opportunities offered by the new laws 
are unlimited, as any lawyer can bear witness who has tried to look 
after the interests of ‘ non-Aryans’’ or political suspects. Any indi- 
vidual can report his Jewish enemy or competitor as having been seen 
in the company of an ‘* Aryan *’ woman, or trump up alleged business 
obligations from the past. 

But the systematic action of public authorities ts becoming even 
more devastating than ‘‘ individual actions.’’ The laws are being inter- 
preted as meaning that a Jew, as a second-grade citizen, is not fit to 
exercise any occupation within the German national Community and 
that an * Aryari’’’ having any, even business, relations with a Jew 
is betraying his race and therefore liable to punishment in ove form or 
another. This interpretation is leading to a gross breach of faith\owards 
Jews who fought in the War and were promised, and granted in earher 
Nazi legislation, special exemption from disability under the ** Aryan 
clause.’’ The names af 12,000 of their fellow Jews who gave their lives 
for Germany in the War are on the official records. Survivors with the 
most distinguished War records and decorations and the most valuable 
post-War service have been removed from the public service—or, tech- 
nically, suspended or placed on the indefinite leave lst-——in some 
¢ases, like that of notaries and judges, with twenty-four hours’ notice. 


“ Total Destruction of the Jewish Community ” 


The assurances of 1933, rightly suspected by their foreign recipients, 
that National Socialism desired only to reduce the high percentage of 
Jewish influence on German public life and made a distinction between 
old-established Jewish families and Eastern immigrants, have proved 
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delusive. The present persecution is directed with savage fanaticism— 
and this, in unguarded moments, is frankly admitted—towards the total 
destruction of the whole Jewish Community in Germany. Like so many 
Nazi catchwords, ‘‘ Juda verrecke! May Jewry perish! ’’—was 
meant literally and will be literally brought to pass if the fanatics have 
their way. 

it has already been reported how by-laws, suspiciously similar in 
wording are made by Municipalities, forbidding Jews to settle, acquire 
property, or use public imstitutions, and ‘‘ Arvans’’ who wish to be 
considered for public contracts or even to receive poor relief to have 
any business connection with Jews. These by-laws can be justified by 
the definite encouragement given to local authorities to set the pace 
for Reich legislation, and by the tendency, approved or not, to take 
the puble utterances, not only of Herr Hitler, but of any Party leader, 
as the basis of legislation. They are ‘‘ in the line ”’ of the Party policy, 
and can only be stimulated by the Fiihrer’s recent intimation that he 
did not wish ** initiative from below "*—on the initiator’s persona! 
responsibility—to be discouraged. Are local zealots who go ahead rather 
fast along the ‘* party line '’ going to be seriously reproved? 


“No Jew is Fit to Belong to an Organisation ” 


Higher authorities, however, are now taking much more far-reaching 
measures. As the whole life of the country becomes more and more 
thoroughly “* organised,’’ it is almost impossible to exercise any occupa- 
tion without belonging to the competent ‘* Reich Chamber’ or other 
body. Since Nuremberg it has apparently been taken for granted that no 
Jew, as a second-class citizen, is fit to belong to the competent organisa- 
tion, For instance, not only German Jewish but even British art dealers 
of Jewish orgin have been refused membership of their particular 
branch of the **‘ Chamber of Culture,’’ and will have to close’ down. 
Jewish film theatre owners will have till January Ist to get rid of their 
businesses. The following are a small selection of cases of extra-legal 
Jewish persecution : 

According to the FRANKFURTER ZeITUNG of October 18, the Reich 
Doctors’ Leader has taken disciplinary action against two “ Aryan“ doctors 
for having effected the sale of a house to a foreiener who is a Jew, 

A German “Aryan” business man received verbal instructions from 
the Secret Police to sever all business relations with Jews. He protested 
to the local Party leader, who seemed to take his part. Nevertheless, the 
Secret Police called on bim shortly after and informed him that their 
instructions must be carried out forthwith. 7 

A Christian “ non-Aryan” doctor in the provinces has had money, due 
to him from the panel fund, withheld on the racial wrownds. 

A Jewish doctor has been compelled to make a forced sale of his clinic 
to an “ Aryan.” 

A German landowner is anxious to take a house for the winter which 
belongs to a Jew. But he has been prevented from doing so. , 

According to the Berner BunNp, first-crade milk has been refused to 
Jewish children at Magdeburg. This report has not been denied in the 
German Press. 

The sick insurance office at Munich Maistrasse displays at each counter 
placards bearing the inscription: “ Who patronises a Jewish doctor is 


guilty of treason”; or “ German women, do not trust your body to a Jewish 
doctor,” 


The “ Vierjahreszeiten and the “ Kiénigshof™” hotels at Munich have 
requested their permanent Jewish residents to seek other accommodation. 

At Coburg admittance to cinemas has been denied to Jews. 

“ Aryan” employees of long standing have been forbidden to attend the 
funeral of their Jewish employer, and on doing so, nevertheless, have been 
threatened by the Labour Organisation with being deprived of work. 

A Jewish notary, who lost an arm and won the Iron Cross in the War, 
already depressed by the general situation, received on October Ist the order 
to surrender his seals within twenty-four hours. He killed himself. 


“Sobbing in Complete Nervous Collapse ” 


These, where not published in the Press, are only a few of the 
numerous instances which are thrust upon the notice of even a single 
foreign Communitv. It has been suggested in the United States that 
Jewish propaganda has over-exaggerated and defeated its own purpose, 
That is presumabably because people living in countries like England 
and the United States cannot unagine what they hear from Germany 
to be true. But residents in Germany have no need of Jewish propa- 
ganda; the facts of. the present persecution lit them violently m the 
face. They see men with wives and families, whom they have hitherto 
been able to look after, sobbing in a state of complete nervous collapse 
at the hopeless prospect with whith they are faced. They hear of this 
Jew and that Jew who has gone into the woods and shot himself, or put 
his head in a gas oven. The German Press does not record these 
suicides. 

The Jewish Community are caught in a trap. At most about 10,000 
can escape abroad by emigration in a year, and every day it is becoming 
harder to obtain enough from the hquidation of property in Germany 
to qualify under the Palestine regulations or those of other countries 
with unemployment problems of their own which require evidence of the 
ability of unmygrants to support themselves. What with forced sales. 
the “flight of capital tax,’’ and the enormous discount at which, in 
order to transfer their money abroad, they have to sell it as Sperrmark,

Jews are lucky if they can get agen per cent. of the value of their 
possessions out of the country, anc that is often not enough for 
smnigration. 


“Cold Pogrom” 


Yet almost every means of making a livelihood is slowly and surely 
being closed to them before their eyes. If a Jew owns a house, he often 
“annot obtain the rent from his ‘* Aryan’ tenants. -If he is a tenant, 
he may be caught up in one of the * drives ”’ in which Jewish tenants 
are given notice to quit throughout whole blocks of buildings, in order, 
presumably, to foree them into segregation on Ghetto lines in a few 
quarters. It is futile to talk of Jewish ** self-sufficiency, to expect a 
Community which has mingled for centuries in the German national 
Community and compelled, by restrictions, to consist of about sixty-five 
per cent. traders, to become self-supporting. It is no good telling a 
Jewish shopkeeper in a small place that he can keep himself by selling 
only to Jews. It is equally absurd to talk of the Nuremberg laws giving 
the Jews the position of a national minority. They have not the most 
elementary rights of a national minority, and they have not, lke other 
minorities, the right of appeal to an international institution hke the 
League. 

For the 500,000 “ full ’’ Jews—perhaps 600,000, counting those with 
three Jewish grandparents—there seems no hope, nor for their children, 
who are persecuted and treated .as unclean outcasts at school and often 
suffer irreparable harm thereby. It goes without saying that marnmage 
is decreasing rapidly in the Jewish Community; the idea of bringing 
‘hildren into such a hostile world is hardly attractive. Unless some 
attempt is made in high quarters to check the ferocity of the anti- 
Semitic fanatics, it can only be imagined that the 500,000 will be con- 
dJemned, as it were, to run round blindly in circles until they die. This 
is the process to which the term ‘‘ cold Pogrom ”’ has been applied. One 
must assume either that Herr Hitler is unaware of all that is being done 
aince the passage of the laws to bring about a “‘ tolerable relationship ”’ 
or that the fanatics are beyond control. 


“ TORMENTING PEOPLE IN A CAGE” 


“Denied the Right to Live” 
FOREIGN OPINION’S DEEP RESENTMENT 


‘The same issue of Tae Times contained the following leading 
article under the heading “ Persecution without Profit” : 

According to history a revolution, if it 1s to achieve permanence, 
must be halted somewhere—usually by its own excesses. That stage 
of stability does not seem to have been reached in Germany yet. Abroad 
the new laws affecting German Jewry, promulgated at the Nuremberg 
Conference of the National Socialist Party, were taken to herald the end 
of the arbitrary baiting and bullying of Jewish citizens. Law, harsh 
and repressive as it might be, was to resume its force. The Jews were 
to have some nghts, if only the mghts of .** second-class citizens.’’ 
But the picture of the Jews’ present plight, drawn by a well-informed 
contributor on this page, shows how far astray even these anticipations 
have been. The fanatical denunciation; repression, and persecution of 
an unresisting and helpless Community seem to be further from control 
and responsibility than ever. It is the tormenting of a people in a cage. 
They cannot, for the most part, escape if they would. And it is not 
merely a social but an economic persecution. After being denied the 
nights of citizenship, they are coming to be denied the nght to live. 
Neither sex nor age exempts them. Even the children do not escape 
what is perhaps the cruellest discrimination of all—-and this at a time 
when, as our Riga Correspondent has recently reported, the Bolshevists, 
whose technique has been followed by National Socialism with almost 
slavish fidelity, are abandoning the class shibboleth in their schools. 

A society which is prepared to tolerate evils of this order will inevit- 
ably reap what it sows. When lawless interference with private indi- 
viduals is permitted and when the informer is encouraged, it is not 
surprising to learn that Germany becomes a ‘‘ paradise for blackmailers.”’ 
Sumilityly Germans themselves must suffer the mischief done when Jews 
in the professions and Jewish businesses are forced into liquidation and 
bankruptcy. It may satisfy the economic jealousies of the small traders 
of the lower middle-class in which National Socialism originated. It mav 
even bring some of them a small profit. But it puts a new, severe, and 
pointless burden upon the sorely strained economy of the country as a 
whole, while its consequences to German trade and credit abroad go 
without saying. It is equally impossible to insulate the political effects, 
in spite of the firm and wise distinction which every country now agrees 
to draw between foreign and internal policy. The German news is 
followed and pondered by millions of readers here, in the United States 
and in other countries. They note the latest phase of the campaign 
against the Jews, going far beyond the earlier professions of National 
Socialism. They observe that the creed ‘‘ to serve Germany is to serve 
God ’’—a creed vastly different from its converse— is being pressed for- 
ward with official and unofficial assiduity. They are forced to ask 
whether these manifestations of policy have the knowledge and approval 
of the Fuhrer, whether his authority is still supreme, and whether 
National Socialism has capitulated after all to its worst elements. 

The events which have disturbed foreign opinion with so much 
doubt, with so much deep and quiet resentment, are perhaps more. to 
be deplored in this than in any other country. They are a standing 
and stubborn impediment to the better understanding between the two 
peoples which, as it is more and more widely held here, is ‘the high 
contribution that both can make to the evolution and organisation of 
Europe. They may not affect the correctness of the relations between 
the two Governments nor the conclusion of panes agreements, acts of 
State. But the proceedings of formal diplomacy can be no substitute 
for popular goodwill, based upon some Community of outlook, in the 
approach to a larger objective. 


“ THEY COME LIKE HUNTED ANIMALS” 


Dutch Committee’s “Sober Picture” 
SIR WYNDHAM DEEDES AND DR. ERNEST BARKER 


| THE Tives has published several letters from ‘readers on the 
same subject. Among the correspondents is Mr, George B. Jeffery 
Chairman of the Society of Friends Germany Emergency Committee, 
who quotes the following statement of the Jewish Relief Committee 
in Holland: “If we picture soberly and without exaggeration the 
conditions in the small Communities to which most of the new 
refugees belonged, it will be seen that the terror there is so intense 
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that those Jews who, because of their profession or because of pro. 
nounced Jewish looks, or because of old fnendship or relationship 
with non-Jewish women, are at all exposed cannot live in their hore 
town any longer. On the whole our impression 1s that the Geran 
Jews do not lightly decide to leave their home and property. They 
are not by nature adventurous or anxious to emugrate. Often be(ore 
coming to Holland these unfortunes have been hunted by S.A, 
men for weeks, have slept in different places night after night. T),. 
stories the refugees tell of smashed windows, smashed furnittire. 
beatings, insults, public defamation, refusal of food and medicines. 
are such that—even if no pogrom in the old Russian sense of the wo ij 
takes place—Jews in small places live in such a constant state of fer; 
and terror that finally they cannot but leave. They come to us like 
hunted animals. In many cases they own property in Germany 
which they have to abandon without being able to make any arran,.- 
ment about its administration.”

HOW TO TELL A JEW 


The “ Stuermer” Gives Detailed Aid 
FREE RAILWAY ADVERTISING FOR STREICHER 


The STrvUERMER, whose contents have been becoming steadily 
more threadbare of late, is evidently making a bid to re-vitalise itsel! 
by a new injection of sensationalism; and so the latest issue, 
Number 44, returns to the good old Nazi stand-by of “ ritual murder.” 
The last issue of. the Monarspore FUER KATHOLISCHE 
GEISTLICHKEIT, a Catholic periodical published in Diilmen, a smal! 
Westphalian town (population 6,000), contained, it appeared, « 
review by Father Theodosius Briemle of a book entitled “ Holy 
German,” stating that the writer believed in the authenticity of 
“ mtual murder” stories. The Sruermer, gleeful at what it describes 
as this support from the side of the Catholic Church, devotes a front 
page article to describing exactly how it considers that “ ritual 
murder ” is practised. 

The same issue also gives a long list of Jews who have been 
arrested on charges of “ racial desecration.” On page 4 is a column 
article informing readers “how to recognise Jews and part-Jews.” 
“Whoever wishes to recognise Jews with certainty must know all 
typical Jewish features,” it begins. “The curved nose, is not, as is 
popularly considered, the most typical Jewish feature. The curved 
nose, that is the aquiline nose, is a typical feature of the ‘Aryan’ 
race. Generally, the Jew’s nose is not curved, but hooked at the end, 
which thus looks like a figure ‘6.’ From the front view the Jewish 
nose 1s distinguished by the fleshiness of the nostrilg.... But not 
all Jews are distinguishable by their noses.... The lips are thick, 
the lower lip pendulous. The eyes are often prominent, the upper 
lids heavy.... Their gaze is piercing and flickering. The ears are 
often very large and high-placed. The hair is thick, and often 
resembles that of a negro.... The complexion is often dark.... 


The size of the body is usually small, owing to v short le 
Crooked legs and flat feet are tie reside: The wn are often 
shorter than those of other races, and there is often a slight hump 
and a noticeably narrow chest. 

“The Jew’s movements, too, often betray him. This applies 
particularly to part-Jews. The head sways to and fro, the feet are 
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often turned in, the gait i weary and shuffing.... The speech is 
an even clearer indication.... itt affected and 
necessary, above all, that our people learn to observe accurately. 
Many of them go much too heedlessly through the streets; many, 
through the speed of modern life, have become too tired and super- 
ficial to observe consciously. It ts much more imnportant to look at 
the taces ot passers-by than to concentrate one’s attention on their 


clothes. There is nothing more interesting and unportant than race-’ 


ology, which is the key of world history. When our people master 
this kev, then Germany itself will make world history.” 

The SrveRMER reports that the German Railways’ authorities 
have issued directions to the effect that in view of the new develop- 
ment in racial legislation, applications by the Nazi Party for per- 
mussion to erect STUERMER cases on the railways are to be 
with without any charge being made. 

Such is the ever-growing prevalence of SrueRMER cases that the 
DevrscHeE KAEMPFERIN (a Nazi women’s paper) goes so far as to 
roake an outspoken attack on the pornography that is being thrust 
down Germany's throat.

LAW COURTS CHAOS 


Supreme Court “ Overruled”: by Lower Court 
“ ARYAN” GRANTED DIVORCE FROM JEWESS 


The confusion reigning in the German law courts pending 
detailed Reich legislation on the Jewish question, is well exemplified 
by a decision of a Berlin civil court which is in flat defiance of a 
previous Supreme Court ruling. 

The lower court has just granted a divorce to an “ Aryan” who 
tharned a Jewess before January, 1933, on the ground that he did 
not at that tame understand the significance of the Jewish problem.

_ An English public-school boy, who spent several weeks in a 
Nazi cadet camp in Germany as one of a party of twenty on exchange 
with German school boys in England, writes of his experiences in the 
Manchester Eventnc CHRONICLE.

Depreciation of the Mark

Strong Dutch Opposition 
Overwhelming Vote for Boycott of Berlin

Delegates from no fewer than one-hundred-and-ninety-seven 
gv ronastic clubs affiliated to the Royal Dutch Gymnastic Federation, at 
a special meeting held in Utrecht last Sunday, approved by an over- 
whelming majority the decision taken by the Executive a few weeks 
ago to refrain from sending representative gymnasts to Berlin for 
participation in the Olympic Games. 

The motion put to the meeting was. couched in the following 
concise terms: “This Special General Meeting of the Royal Dutch 
Gvmnastic Federation agrees that no section of this Organisation 
should take part in the forthcoming Olympic Sports at Berlin.” 

This action of the Dutch Federation must be characterised as 
sport-loving in the best and widest sense that that term unples, and 
signalises a’ remarkable token of sympathy with Jewish athletes, 
against whom so much discrimination is being made in Germany. 
The decision is all the more significant because the Dutch Federation. 
both from the technical and financial points of view, was in the 
position to send strong representative teams to Germany, with every 
likelihood of maimtaiming the Ingh place it has secured among the 
world’s champion gymnasts. In 1928, the Dutch gymnasts, including 
eo-religionists, carried off the championship, and those able to judge 
feel that the athletes from this country would prove their ability 
once again to defend their title of champions. The decision to keep 
away from Berlin is further evidence of the solidity of the Dutch 
Federation and a personal compliment to the Jewish members of the 
Dutch gymnastic societies. 

A committee has recently been forined in Amsterdam with the 
object of offering evidence testifying to Germany's violation of the 
idea underlying the spirit of the Olympic Games, thus making partici- 
pation in the Sports in Berlin farcical and illogical.

Count Baillet Latour in Berlin

Jews Must be Dismissed First 


A Jew, who had a wife and family and who had fought in the War. 
appealed to a Labour Court against his dismissal from his job after 
fifteen years’ service, while young single men had been retained. H: 
complained that the real reason for his dismissal was that he was 
Jewish. The court rejected his appeal, ruling that an employer coul: 
not be expected first to dismiss Germans to keep an older Jewis: 
workman employed, 


“Jews, Moths and Cockroaches ” 


Here is a selection from one day’s activity in Nazi Germany, a- 
reported by the Jewish Telegraphic Agency: 

In the Réckingen district, the local farm hands refused to help 
the Jewish farmers to harvest their crops. In Ratzebuhr, Pomerania, 
a sign was displayed at the entrance to the town reading: “ Jews, 
moths and cockroaches enter our town at their own nisk.” = In 
Altenkirchen, the butchers of the entire district decided not to buy 
cattle from Jews. In Schornsheim-on-the-Rhine, the Municipality 
decided not to employ artisans or carters who deal with Jews. In 
Kisleben, the birthplace of Luther, the local Nazi leader ordered the 
discontinuance of municipal relief to those persons dealing with Jews. 
In Offenheim, artisans were ordered to take an oath that they and the 
members of their families do not deal with Jews before they could 
receive orders from the Municipality. 


Depreciation of the Mark 


In an article on the depreciation of the mark abroad, the Berlin 
Correspondent of the Dairy TELecRapPH# gives one of the reasons as 
“the uncertainty felt about the position of the Jews. The so-called 
‘Nuremberg laws,’ which established an inferior category of citizens. 
have, so far, not been supplemented by the ‘law of application, 
required under German procedure. This anxiety is leading, on the 
one hand, to a renewed wave of Jewish emigration and, on the other 
hand, to a spirit of uncertainty on the Stock Exchange and in other 
business quarters. If a Jew decides to remove his capital from Ger- 
many in a legal manner it is subject to deductions which leave him 
with only twenty-seven per cent. of the onginal amount. Even this 
is only handed over after a wait which may extend for several years. 
As a result it is generally believed that there has been a recrudescence 


of smuggling; for, at the worst, mark notes will fetch at least 
half their face value if sold abroad.” | 


Winter Relief 


All public companies now have to contribute to the Reich 
Winter Relief Fund on the basis of their capital. In such cases the 
money invested by Jews in public companies is subject to the same 
computation for taxation as the money invested by non-Jews. But

Hoping in Human Nature 

Mr. K. Robson, Berlin Correspondent of the Morninc Post, 
concludes an article on “Life under the Nazi Dictatorship ” in the 
following words: “There is hardly a sphere of human activity from 
which the Nazis’ totalitarian megalomania has not removed the 
sweetness. At the will of a small group of fanatics, the beauty of 
unique art that has delighted the world is denied to Germans, because 
the responsible artist happens to be Heine, Mendelssohn, Schnitzler 
or Charlie Chaplin. Even the milk of human kindness must be 
Aryanised’; those who are friendly towards Jews are threatened 
with ostracism at least, and maids who have served faithfully in 


Jewish homes for many years are now compelled, if they are under 
the age of forty-five, to take part in a general act of insult. Dictators, 
unfortunately, cannot resign. They have to go on. But if the dicta- 
torship remains, surely human nature will ultimately prevail. Mean- 
while, the atmosphere of the Third Reich will continue to be 
oppressive, although to protest is to become acquainted with the 
rigours of the nearest concentration camp.” —

Strong Dutch Opposition 


Overwhelming Vote for Boycott of Berlin 


[From our Correspondent—AMSTERDAM | 


Delegates from no fewer than one-hundred-and-ninety-seven 
..nastie elubs affiliated to the Royal Dutch Gymnastic Federation, at 
ss pecial meeting held in Utrecht last Sunday, approved by an over- 
whelmuing majority the decision taken by the Executive a few weeks 
oo» to refrain from sending representative gymnasts to Berlin for 
part “pation in the Olympic Games. 

The motion put to the meeting was couched in the following 
conose terms: “This Special General Meeting of the Royal Dutch 
icoonastic Federation agrees that no section of this Organisation 
ould take part in the forthcoming Olympic Sports at Berlin.” 

Thus action of the Dutch Federation must be characterised as 
.port-loving in the best and widest sense that that ternfAmplies, and 

snalises a remarkable token of sympathy with Jewish athletes, 
sounst whom so much discrimination is being made in Germany. 
Tie decision is all the more significant because the Dutch Federation. 
both from the technical and financial points of view, was in the 
positron to send strong representative teams to Germany, with every 
likelihood of maimtaming the Ingh place it has secured among the 
world’s champion gymnasts. In 1928, the Dutch gymnasts, including 
co reigonists, carried off the championship, and those able to judge 
jvc! that the athletes from this country would prove their ability 
once again to defend their title of champions. The decision to keep 
from Berlin 1s further evidence of the solidity of the Dutch 
Federation and a personal compliment to the Jewish members of the 
Dutch gvmnastic societies. . 

A committee has recently been formed in Amsterdam with the 
object of offering evidence testifying to Germany's violation of the 
viea underlying the spirit of the Olympic Games, thus making partici- 
pation in the Sports in Berlin farcical and illogical. The committee has 
already enrolled large numbers of sympathisers from among all sections 
of the Dutch public, and has received numerous communications from 
residents abroad, especially from America, France and Belgium, in 
support of its work. A mass meeting is being arranged, which will 
be addressed by a number of prominent personalities in the official 
lite of Amsterdam, and an exhibition will be held of works of artists 
and authors who will be demed particrpation in functions connected 
with the Games. 


Austria and Poland 


In Austria, a demand for world boycott of .the Olympic Games 
ui Germany, because “ordinary self-respect forbids the acceptance 
of invitations from a country -issuing such inhuman orders and 
tranipling under its feet the moral laws of humanity,” was made on 
Saturday by the CHRISTLICHER STAENDESTAAT, the official Austrian 
Cathohe organ. 

In Poland, a plenary meeting of the Executive Committee of the 
Jewish Ex-Servicemen’s Association decided to request all Polish 

‘ts clubs to refuse to take part in the Games. 


Count Baillet Latour in Berlin 
“The Games Will be Held in Germany " 


Fhe President of the International Olympic Committee, Count 
Dullet Latour, who is at present visiting Berlin in connection with 
tie preparations for the Olympic Games next year, was received by 
tierr Hitler last week. Later he addressed representatives of the German 
Press on the attitude of the Olympic Committee to Germany as the 
country responsible for the Games. The FRANKFURTER ZEITUNG reports 
that Count Baillet Latour gave an assurance that the 1936 Olympic 
(nunes would certainly be held in Germany, despite boycott action in 
solue countries, arising from reasons of politics and not of sport. Just as 
au athlete could rfot be compelled to take part in the Games, so he 
‘ould not be compelled to abstain from them. He and many foreign 
uthletic authorities had been convinced that the German Government 
as seeking to carry through the Games smoothly, and that assurance 
lad been repeated to him by the Fiihrer himself. Athletes of every 
nation, race and colour were invited under similar conditions, and the 
Cerman Government had given an assurance that the Games would be 
earned out in conformity with the Olympic ideals. He (Count Ballet 
Latour) would inform athletic circles the world over that a hearty 
welcome awaited them. 


The Struggle in America 

The final decision, however, does not rest with Count Baillet 
Latour personally. It rests with the whole International Committee, 
und the Committee is bound to pay serious attention to the attitude 
ol the United States of America. The struggle there grows more and 
‘ore tense as December 4th, the date of the meeting of the Amateur 
Athletic Union, draws nearer. Members of the American Olympic 
Committee appear to be in favour of participating in the Games in 
Germany, but the real decision lies with the Union, the President 

ol which, M. J. T. Mahoney, is leading the boycott fight. 
_ In an answer to General Sherrill, a member of the International 
‘otmmittee, who is in favour of participating, Mr. Mahoney writes : 
{ deal with General Sherrill’s statement not because it matters to me 


45 an old athlete or as a leader of athletics in my country, but because - 


he offered an intolerable insult to all fair-minded lovers of sport in 
America. To say, as he did, that only Jews and Catholics care, is 
‘0 insult one hundred million Americans, who are not Catholics, who 
‘re not Jews, but who, unlike General Sherrill, care about sports, and 
want to keep them clean and free from the sort of thing for which 
Hitlerism and Nazism stand, and to which General Sherrill seems to 
give his favour and support.” | 

Mr, Mahoney continues in reference to Mr. Avery Brundage, who 
‘s Chairman of the American Olympic Committee :“Mr,. Brundage’s 
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defence of Hitlerism takes another form. He says over and over again 
that whoever opposes the Olympics in Berlin ts introducing politics 
into sport. On the contrary. I wish to say to Mr. Brundage—and 
he knows it as well as I do—that it is we who are trying to keep 
polities out of sport. And the worst and rottenest kind of polities, 
the pohtics of Nazism, the politics of organised prejudice, the politics 
of a crazy racialisrn, which have robbed the German people of freedom, 
a theft of which Jews were the first victims, Catholics the second, 
Labour the third, and Pacifists the fourth—which theft will ultimately 
take from the Protestant Churches the last vestige of freedom which 
is its own. . I am ashamed to think that any American might 
possibly go to Berlin and take part in the Olympics, which will not be 
Olympics at all, but a circus for the coronation, under the auspices 
of athletic games, of a man who, together with his followers, has 
bamshed sportsmanslup and fair play and honourable dealing from the 
Third Reich.” 

Mr. Mahoney vigorously criticised the International Committee 
for beheving Herr Hitler, who “broke every promise he ever made,” 
at a dinner which was given in his honour in New York. He charged 
Mr. Brundage, as well as General Shernll and Gustavus T. Kirby, 
former President of the A.A.U., “with attempting to usurp the mght 
of an American athlete to decide for himself whether the Olympics 
code was observed in Germany, and with attempting to betray 
American sportsmanship, to throttle the discussions of such a 
momentous question and to intinudate those who oppose the American 
participation in the International Olympic Games.” 


Letters in “ The Times” 


In this country, letters on the subject have been appearing in 
THe Times. Mr. Cynl Q. Hennques wrote that

has only arisen since the Germans 
have broken their undertaking. At a meeting of the International 
Olympic Games Committee at Athens, on May 19th, 1934, the dele- 
yates gave an undertaking that ‘non-Aryan’ athletes would be admitted 
to the German Olympic Team provided they can show the required 
standard, and are of German citizenship.

Jew-Hatred Creeping into Text-books 


POISONING THE MINDS OF CHILDREN 

During the past few weeks attention bas been drawn to a 
number of serious instances in which the pernicious doctrines of 
Nazism with its blatant and vicious Jew-hatred have found their 
way into text-books in use in English schools. 

Two particularly glaring cases were brought to light in the 
Manchester district, details of which were given under Manchester 
news in THE JewisH CHRONICLE of October 11th last (page 29). The 
Rev. L. Weiwow drew the attention of the local Education 
authorities to this dangerous matter which affected the Burnage 
Municipal High School and the Manchester Girls’ High School, 
where text-books of the nature complained of were in use. The 
Headmaster of the Burnage School wrote to Mr. Weiwow in some- 
what sarcastic vein; but it is understood that the Education 
Committee has withdrawn the books and substituted others. 

We have now received the following communication fram Mr. 
Weiwow from™ Mirella,” Sheringham Road, Manchester, 14. 

enclose acopy of a letter which Ihave addressed to the 
Secretary of the Board of Deputies of British Jews: 

“In view of the insidious attempt that is being made to influence the 
minds of the younger generation of this country towards the Nazi view- 
point, and the dangers of a more emboldened propaganda policy on the 
part of Nazi authors or collaborators if the present Nazi-tainted readers 
and texts are allowed to pass unchecked, may I appeal to all teacrers of 
modern languages and others who handle such readers and texts to keep 
a careful look-out for biassed passages, and to bring them to the notice of 
the appropriate responsible bodies who could more effectively deal with 
them.” ‘ 

Mr. Weiwow refers in his letter to the Board of Deputies (mentioned 
above) to a German text-book, “Adolf Hitler,” by Kurt Schultze and 
H. E. Lewington, published by Messrs, Harrap and Co. for use.in Inter- 
mediate and Advanced Forms in English Schools. The book is one of a 
series, the General Preface to which states: *‘ The life of Hitler in the 
following pages is based largely on the account in Hitler's autobiography, 
MEIN KAMPF, It has been reviewed and passed by the new special 
Censor’s Bureau in Munich.” 


Quotations in the book contain attacks on ‘‘ World Jewry’ “ Inter-: 


national Finance,” etc. One passage (page 17) reads: ‘*‘ Whenever he 
(Hitler) came into contact with workers, he told them why they were 
being incited against each other, why they were kept discontented, and 
who it was that had made them hostile and alien to their nation. He 
re: ognised ever more clearly that the worker had not himself evolved 
these international ideas but had only been talked into them, and that 
the spiritual producers of his misfortune were the Jews.” 


More Propaganda for Goebbels 


Now there comes to hand information concerning yet another 
example of teaching Nazism—in a school-book purveyed for use in 
English schools. Once again the publishers are Messrs. George 
Harrap & Co., one of the leading publishing houses of educational 
works in Great Britain, The following letter on the subject bas been 
addressed to us by Mr. A. Weiner, of lla, Bristol House, Southampton 
how, W.C.1: 

A new danger is threatening the Jews of this country. I refer 
to the anti-Jewish matter which is beginnning to find its way into the 
text-books prepared for use in our schools and other educational institu- 
tions. The latest, and undoubtedly the worst example that has come 
under my notice, is a book of selections for translation from German, 
edited by H. J. B. Wanstall, and published by Messrs. Harrap & Co. It 
contains a characteristic passage from a particularly offensive article by 
the notorious Dr. Goebbels, 

Here is a translation from the book referred to by Mr. Weiner, 
“German Passages for Unseen Translation—Advanced” on p. 59. 
lt is taken from an article by Goebbels entitled, * Die Judenfrage.”’ 
It reads: “Never in history has there been a revolution that 
proceeded more bloodlessly, with more discipline and order than 
ours. If we sought to regulate the Jewish question practically and 
thus make a legal attack on the Jewish problem in our own country 
for the first time in Europe, we were merely following the trend of 
the times. However, the resistance to the Jewish danger is only 
one part of our plans and of our aims; and if it has been exalted 
above National Socialism in International debate as the sole and 
main theme, that is not our doing, but Jewry’s. Jewry has tried 
to mobilise the world against ue in the secretly and continually 
cherished hope of being able to reconquer its lost ground. But 
this hope is not only illusory; it also involves a series of grave 

and threatening dangers for Jewry ifself, for it was inevitable that 
once the problem is set forth, not ouly the arguments against but 
also those for were submitted to the whole world for discussion. 
Thus, the debate itself assumed proportions capable of involving 
extremely unpleasant consequences for the entire Jewish race in 
the remote future.

He coupled with that toast, said Bro. Dr. Daiches, the name of Bro. - 
br. Gaster, who was both founder and Past President. Dr. Gaster had been 


> 
prominent in every good and great cause. He was a great man, a great 
Jew, a great scholar, a great orator, and, above all, a lovable human 
being. 

In replying to the toast, Bro. Haham Dr. GASTER said that he would 
have liked to see the B'nai Brith not om working in an admirable 
manner for their brethren abroad, but in all great questions appertaining 
to their dignity and self-respect. Why, be asked, did their Lodge not 
join in a corporate capacity in their boycott movement? Individuals had 
joined, but as a Lodge they had not done so. They should also have 
appeared in their corporate capacity at the protest meetings which had 
been held against the persecution of German Jewry. He would like, said 
Lr. Gaster, their movement in the future to do the work in a corporate 
capacity. ‘The message, he said in conclusion, which he would give them 
was to be the Shanrmas, and to go round and knock at the doors of the 
community and say: “Wake up to the service of God, to the service of 
Judaism.” 

After Bro. PAUL GOODMAN had paid tribute to the memory of the late 
Iferbert Bentwich and Fred Spiers, the gathering standing as a mark of 
their respect, Professor Norman Bentwich proposed the toast of “‘ The 
First Lodge of England.” 

Professor BENTWICH said he would venture to put to them this 
proposal: that as there had been a Silver Jubilee Trust in England for 
the help of good causes, so the B'nai B'rith Lodge might have some Silver 
Jubilee Trust for the assistance of either the Jewish refugee children who 
were out of Germany or for bringing out more Jewish children from 
Germany to some land of freedom and liberty. 

The PRESIDENT, in responding to the toast, asked what was the 
function of the B'nai Brith in the life of the Jews of England? Some 
people said the Lodge was defunct. Were there no problems in 1935 as 
there were in 1910” The suggestion thrown out by Professor Bentwich 
was one that must command the attention of their Lodge. They did not 
seek a large or a nondescript membership, but a selected membership. 
One of the functions of the B'nai B'rith was, as he had recently indicated 
in his presidential address 'reported in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE), that of 
vocational guidance, work in which the variety of their membership would 
give catholicity and stability. 

The toast of the “ Provincial Presidents and Guests,” was proposed 
by the President of the First Women’s Lodge, Sister Heinemann, and was 
respomled to by. Bro. Benno Pearlman, President of the Hull Lodge, 
and Bro. H. LL. Kisch (of Amsterdam). 

More than ever, said Sister HEINEMANN, did their Order need 
strengthening. It was the duty of every Jew and every member of that 
Order not only to unite in common defence, but also in the strengthening 
of their common ideals. 

Bro. PEARLMAN said Jews more often than not were apt to forget 
their pride of race, their own great and historic past. He hoped that their 
Order would encourage among the Jews of this country simplicity of 
character and lack of arrogance, an abhorrence of all ostentation; and 
would encourage them to live according to those divine principles which 
they had inherited. 

The toast of “The Chairman” was proposed by Bro. Dr. J. SNOWMAN, 
and in his reply Bro. WEBBER paid tribute to Bro. J. H. Taylor, the 
Secretary, for his work for the Order. 

During the function Miss Ida Handler, an eleven-year-old violinist 
from Poland; entertained the company with some brilliant playing, and 
Bro. Raymond Ellis sang.

Professor Czermak and the Jews 


A “Numerus Clausus” Foreshadowed ? 


Frau Harand's Reply 


A significant new attack on Austrian Jewry, containing the 
threat of a numerus clausus, has been made by Professor Czermak, 
one of the leaders of the Austrian Christian Social Party and former 
Cabinet Minister. “It is understood,” Professor Czermak declared, 
“that in the new Austrian State the Jews will be given the fullest 
freedom not only to practise their religion, but also to follow their 
national traditions. We do not intend to follow Germany's example 
and divide our citizens into two grades. The Jewish community 
will naturally be allowed to enjoy the fullest rights, but their 
participation in the administration of the State should be strictly 
in accordance with their numerical strength and importance. A 
change in an economic status of the Austrian Jews is also unavoid- 
able,” Professor Czermak continued, “ but this change will have to 
be brought about without any economic disturbances.” 


“ Racial Madness 


Professor Czermak’s “solution” of the Jewish problem finds a 
a bitter opponent in Frau Irene Harand, the: non-Jewish head of 
the League against Racial Hatred and editress of its organ, the 
weckly GERECHTIGKEIT (Justice). “ Professor Czermak seems to be 
obsessed with the idea that the 
‘Jewish. spirit’ dominates. our 
public life to a greater measure 
. than it is justified by the numeri- 
cal strength of the Jews,” she 
writes. “In the first place, I 
refuse to admit that it is par- 
ticularly advisable for a State to 
suppress the Jewish spirit in its 
public life. It must not be forgot- 
ten that among the 34 German 
Nobel Prize winners eleven are 
Jews. I further refuse to admit 
the truth of the assertion that the 4 
Jewish spirit plays a predominant 
part in Austrian public life. The - ;

Jewish Deputy. The men who 
decide our cultural, economic, 
financial, internal and external 
affairs are not Jews. How is our people harmed by the fact that 
that there are more Jewish doctors and lawyers than the numerical 
strength of the Jews would justify ? 

“Why do not these people try to discover the cause of this 
predominance of the Jews in certain professions? I have proved 
again and again,” Frau Harand continues, “that the predominance 
of Jews among doctors and lawyers is fully accounted for by their 
exclusion from the civil service. In Austria there are altogether 
160,696 civil servants and only 682 among them are Jews. Since 
the Jews form 2} per cent. of the total population of Austria, their 
share of the civil service posts should be higher than .28 per cent. 
The Vienna Municipality employs 42,113 persons, among whom only 
152 are Jews. As 10 per cent. of the Vienna population are Jews, 
there ought to have been at least 4,211 Jewish municipal employees 
in Vienna. | 

“ The solution of the Jewish problem,” Frau Harand concludes, 
“is indeed of great moment to us Christians, but quite in a different 
sense. Our Christian duty is to fight against the racial madness of 
the Swastika and to tell our Christian fellowmen the truth about 
the Jewish problem. The Jewish problem will be solved when the 
prejudices against the Jews are uprooted.” 

Frau Harand has now published, as part of her present 
campaign against the anti-Semites, an answer to Hitler's racial 
contentions, under the title of * His Struggle.”

CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


Government Strikes at Nazis 


Spy Network Exposed 


AN ANTI-JEWISH DEBACLE 


The Czechoslovakian Government has at last adopted stron, 
measures to counteract the activities of the local Nazi (Henlein) 
Party and to suppress the activities of Gestapo (secret German 
police) agents. The impunity with which the German agents, with 
the co-operation of the German Nazi Party in Czechoslovakia, have 

ye carrying on their work has reached intolerable dimensions. 
heir victims were mostly German Jewish refugees. Their lates: 
e<ploit was the kidnapping of a German Jewish merchant, Her, 
Reinhard, who came to Prague from Plauen (Germany) to try to 
sell his property in Germany. Hoe inserted an advertisement in 
the Prague press, which was promptly answered by Gestapo agents, 
who succeeded in carrying him off to Germany. 

In Karlsbad, the police have now unearthed a secret Nazi Youth 
Organisation, financed by the Berlin Nazi Party, which was engage 
in drilling its members in military fashion. The police have also 
brought to light a wide network of German Nazis engaged in spying, 
no less (san eighty-two of whom have already been arrested. 
German Jewish refugees are in a state of panic as a resulé of the 
police discoveries, which illustrate the dangers facing them in a 
country in close proximity to Germ 

At the same time the German. Consulate in Prague is trying to 
compel German Jewish refugees to return to Germany to re-invest 
their capital their. All Jewish refugees who decline to return are 
being deprived of their passports. 

The effects of the police revelations have been disastrous to the 
Czechoslovakian Nazi Party. Many German-speaking Czechoslo- 
vakians have left the Party in disgust, while the German Christian 
Socialist Party, an organisation until recently affiliated to the Nazi 
Party, has officially revised its Constitution, eliminating from it pro-. 
Nazi and anti-Jewish clauses. One resolution adopted even declares 
anti-Semitism to be a danger to humanity. 

In view of the rush of Jews in Germany .to sell their property, a 
movement has been initiated in Prague to establish a Jewish Company 
with a capital of 10,000,000 Czech crowns, with the aim of preventing 
Jewish property from falling into Nazi hands at panic prices. The 
Company will offer reasonable terms for such property. A representative 


of the Company has already gone to Berlin to consult the German 
Jewish leaders on the scheme.

Jewry Greets the Monarchy 


New Law Against Incitement 


In reply to telegrams sent by M. Daniel Allalouf, one of the 
Jewish deputies, Chief Rabbi Dr. Koretz and the Salonika 
Community to King George IL., the newly restored King of Greece, 
assuring him of the loyalty of Greek Jewry, the King has expressed 
his warm thanks to the Jewish population. 

A Jewish delegation headed by Dr. Koretz, also waited on M. 
Mondas, Governor General, to express their congratulations, while 
a telegram was sent to the Regent, General Kondylis, in Athens. 

A new law has been promulgated by General Kondylis, prohibit- 
ing any “ incitement of citizens, directly or indirectly, to mutual 
contempt and hate, to dissension and to exaltation of religious and 


political passions in every respect.” It also givesthe Minister of the 
Interior power to censor the press. 


SWEDEN 


Pederation of Scandinavian Rabbis 


New Body Formed 


It has been decided, at a conference of Rabbis from Sweden, — 
Norway, Finland and Denmark recently held in Stockholm, to 
establish a permanent Federation of Scandinavian Rabbis whose 
aim will be to meet from time to time to consider ways and means 
for strengthening Jewry in the Scandinavian countries. Among 
the delegates present were Professor Ehrenpreis, Chief Rabbi of 
Stockholm, who presided, Dr. Federbusch, Chief Rabbi of Helsingfors, 
Dr. M. Friediger, Chief Rabbi of Copenhagen, and Rabbi Samuel, 
of Oslo. 

The Conference also issued an appeal to the Swedish Govern- 
ment to avert the threat against Shechita contained in a proposed 
law to enforce compulsory stunning of animals by electricity, before 
slaughter. A request was also made to allow the Jewish method of 
slaughtering without previous stunning so long as no method of 


stunning had been discovered which was in accordance with Jewish 
ecclesiastical law. 


The opinion of a large number of prominent scientists was 


quoted, to the effect that the Jewish method of slaughter was ‘a 
most humane method.

Jewish Senator Indicts the Government 
Violent anti-Semitic disturbances broke out last week in 
Warsaw University, following Services conducted by National 


iy pocrat (Endek) Students, in memory of the Endek students who 
lost their lives while taking part in anti-Jewish attacks in 1932. 

jJowish students were attacked and forcibly ejected, one Jewish 
student receiving severe head injuries. The disorders spread in 
the neighbourhood of the University, where gangs of students 
emashed windows in Jewish shops.

Nazi Persecution Film to be Shown 


German Consul's Plea Rejected 


The Oregon Board of Film Censors has refused a request by 
Mr. Robert Closermann, German Consu! at Portland, to delete from 
the “ March of Time” feature, scenes showing the burning of Jewish 
books in Germany and Nazi assaults on Jews. The German repre- 
sentative based his request on the plea that the showing of these 
scenes would ‘tend to create animosity against Germany. One 
member of the Board declares: “I saw nothing to censor. It only 
shows what we have read for months in the papers and magazines. 
lt is history.” 

The Oregon Board of Censors has thus decided not to follow the 
example of the authorities in the States of Illinois and Ohio, who 
last month ordered the scenes to be cut out on the ground that they 
night provoke bad feeling between members of German and Jewish 
sections of the population.

Most modern Jewish children make a special note in their diaries 
of the Highbury Home Fun Fair. This year’s function was held on 
Sunday last at the Portman Rooms. The popularity of this annual 
event with the yvoung people of the Community is self-evident and the 
enjoyment they derive for the attractive side-shows, the ever-popular 
roundabout and entertainments that are provided for them by the 
energetic Commuttee, carries with it a deeper significance. For mingled 
with their laughter and with their squeals of joy is the knowledge of the 
work they are helping forward for other children, who, lke themselves, 
only ask for a childhood of contentment and happiness. The Fun Fair 
is often enjoyed by older girls from the Highbury Home extension, and 
somehow from every tot who slides blissfully down the chute for three- 
pence a time, to the girls and boys in their teens and the young people 
who help so manfully at the side-shows, there seems to come the deter- 
mination to accomplish the social ameloration which is the Home's 
purpose.

That ts why when 
the visitor to Sunday's Fun Fair paused at the gaily decorated doll stall 
and gazed admnngly at the best dressed galaxy of dolls imaginable, 
she somhow visualised in the afternoon's entertainment, a genuine 
resolve from everybody present to make every child’s hfe that much 
better, that much more happy and that much more complete than rt 
ever was before. It was a thoroughly democratic resolve, for it affected 
the sad little mute of parents too mech, too worldly and too ignorant of 
child hie, just as much as it did the life of the child whose parents were 
too unfortunate to care for rt. 

And as surely as the fairy doll in the centre of the stall waved her 
wand, it is certain that Highbury Home .will work its way, and that 
the hundreds of Jewish children whe were present will grow up with 
the knowledge that their annual enjoyment ts closely connected with 
the achievement of a better and hapmer world for little children.

“ Blackmailing for Charity 
From Rabbi L. RABINOWITZ 


To the Editor of Tue Jewtsn Curonicie 
Siz,—I naturally hold um the highest esteem, and have an unfailing 
admiration for, those young men and women who voluntanly and cheer- 
fully sacrifice their time and money to assist deserving charities, and 
I realise to the full how difficult it 1s at the present tune, when there 
are so many appeals before the Community, to obtain adequate results 
for one’s efforts. But I deem it mv duty to call attention to an unpleasant 
aspect of that work which was brought to my notice recently, and which 
I call ‘“*blackmailing”™’ for charity. 

I refer to the habit, which appears to be growing, of demanding 
contributions, whether in the form of programme advertisements, money 
or in kind, from one’s tradespeople, on the threat of removing one’s 
custorn elsewhere. These menacing demands are not even confined to 
Jewish tradesmen, and are certain to cause justifiable ill-feeling.

I know that it is merely misplaced enthusiasm and is not to be judged 
too harshly. but I trust that the publication of these lines will have 
the desired effect of making those whose practice it has been to employ 
these questionable methods, desist from what Is in every way an undesir- 
able practice, and of making them divert their energies to more pleasant 
ways of earrving on their undoubted good work.

An unusually large attendance of Lodge delegates attended a 
Grand Lodge meeting held last week at Absa House, Commercial 
Road, E.. with Bro. Joun Dight, Grand President, in the Chair. 
During the proceedings the Conference was visited by Bro. Barnett 
Janner, Vice-President of the Association of Jewish Friendly 
Societies, who was accorded a hearty welcome and delivered an 
interesting address. ; 


The Grand President, in his report, said that the Executive Council 
had given carefal consideration to the Valuation of the Order's Funeral 
Funds, in which it was recommended that the levy system should be 
abandoned, In order to enable the problem to be reviewed at the Annual 
Conference next month, proposals would be circulated to the Lodges, 
which it was hoped would pave the way for agreement on an entirely hew 
system, under which it would be possible to remove once and for all the 
long seated discontent due tothe constant variation of the levy and at the 
same time to safeguard the Fund's solvency. The Executive Council had 
resolved to maintain the present funeral levy until March, 1936, by which 
date it was hoped the new scheme would bein operation. There was a 
record gathering of members and friends at the Annual Open Day at the 
btchingham Convalescent Home. Certain changes had been introduced 
with regard to literary and social activities which would in fnture be 
directed by a Grand Lodge Sub-Committee, with the ** Absa Club Circle ” 
functioning as an independent body for the benefit of its own members. 

The Juvenile Endowment Section was progressing favourably, and 
the Committee responsible had under consideration new schemes to 
interest older members, In conclasion, Bro. Dight urged that still greater 
publicity should be given to the Polish Jewry Appeal in the Lodges. The 
Order would not be satisfied with a collection of less than £1,000. The 
quarterly financial statement was presented by Bro. M. Cash, Grand 
‘lreasnrer. 

It was resolved to amend the rules in order to provide that in future 
the immediate Past Grand President should have a seat on the Executive 
(ouncil and to increase the size of the Executive by two members. The 
latter change was intended to afford a means for new workers on the 
principal Committee.

These contradictory communications by two different bodies, tho 
writer in the MOMENT remarks, indicate the chao‘ic state that prevail: 

Sach irrespon 
sibility would not have been possible had there been in existence a) 
authoritative body representing Polish Jewry in Poland. It would hav 
been impossible to humiliate Polish Jewry abroad, as is being done hy 
rival bodies in Great Britain and elsewhere.

A JEWISH QUEEN IN ABYSSINIA 


The war operations in Abyssinia engage the attention of the 
Jewish Press. Apart from the possible developments arising trom the 
international situation and their effects on Jewry, the Jewish papers 
recall episodes of Jewish interest from the remoter past. 


The reported capture of Aksum, the holy city of Ethiopia, brings to 
mind, says a writer in the Toc, a very interesting, but long forgotten, 
chapter in Jewish history. For Aksum, in far-off Ethiopia, once hax 
an unusually: romantic imterest for Jews everywhere. One thousand 
years ago the city was ruled by a Jewish queen, the founder of a Jewis! 
dynasty, which occupied the throne for about three centuries. The 
name of the queen was Judith or Terdae-Gobaz, as she is referred to by 
the Ethiopian chroniclers. Marching at the head of an army of thie 
Falashas from the province of Semen, she dethroned the Abyssimian 
king at Aksum, the ancient capital, and ruled in his stead. For three 
centuries her descendants held power at Aksum, until they were over- 
thrown by a rebellion. When we hear of Aksum it ts as if we heard 
the voice of ancient Jewish glory of ten centunes ago.

THE REVISIONISTS AND THEIR FUNDS 


In a recent number of the Jvuepiscne RunpscHav, extracts are 
given of a detailed account of the Keren Tel Hai, submitted by the 
Revisionists at the Congress of the New Zionist Organisation in 
Vienna. The report covered a period of about sixteen months—from 
January, 1934, to April 30th, 1935. 


It was during that period, the paper observes, that Revisionist 
activities were at their height, including a complete boycott of all the 
Zionist funds and a mobilisation of all Revisionist strength for their own 
fund, Keren Tel Hai. From this official report it is to be gathered 
that during the sixteen months the Revisionists collected throughout the 
world a sum of £7,860, compared, the paper remarks, with roughly 
£800,000 collected by the Keren Hayesod and Keren Kayemeth durinz 
the same period. What is to be noted in the report, the Jurepmscur 
RUNDSCHAU says, is the enormous administrative expenditure to raise 
this £7,860. Considering that the Revisionists have always made a great 
fuss about excessive expenditure by the Zionist Organisation, it is rather 
remarkable that no less than 68 per cent. of their total collection was 
swallowed up by administrative expenditure. It is not surprising, the 
JUEDISCHE RUNDSCHAU says, that with such excessive administrative 
expenditure, the total amount invested by the Revisionists in under- 
takings in Palestine was scarcely £645; and if other sundry expenses 
are deducted, the whole Revisionist budget for colonisation purposes 
amounts to £87. During the same period, it is to be noted, the Keren 
Hayesod spent on colonisation purposes in Palestine over £200,000.

ANTI-SEMITISM EXAMINED 


Anti-Semitism Throughout the Ages, by Count Heinrich Coudenhovo- 
Kalergi (Hutchinson and Co., 18s. net.). o

Count Hemrch Coudenhove-Kalergi was a distinguished diplomat, 
traveller, linguist and scholar, of an old Austrian fanuly, who in 1901, 
when the anti-Semitic craze in Germany was a topic of the day, 
published a work of over 500 pages, “Das Wesen des Antisemitismus.” 
This volume, which brought an extraordinary range of knowledge and 
reading to bear upon the subject, was hailed as one of the most 
mmportant contributions to the study of anti-Semitism which had 
appeared to that date. It was re-issued in 1923, and again in 1930 
with an additional chapter, on anti-Semitism in recent years, by his 
son, Count Richard Coudenhove-Kalergi (founder of the Pan-Europa 
Movement). This edition, brought to some extent up-to-date in the 
light of the events of the last few years, has now been translated into 


English by Dr. Angelo 8. Rappoport. 


Count Coudenhove’s thesis was simple and straightforward. He 
maintained that there was no such thing as a Jewish race. Anti- 
Semitism, whatever its champions may muintain, is based sumply on 
religious fanaticism, taken over and given a slightly different aspect 
by its present-day exponents. (The author's conclusions in this regard 
eoincide strikingly with those reached, perhaps more scientifically, by 
Dr. Parkes in his “Conflict of the Church and the Synagogue.”) Then 
follows a summary, impressive in its almost catalogue-like brevity, 
of Jewish sufferings throughout the ages, reminiscent of Zunz’s famous 
chapter, Leiden. For Judaism and the Jews, the author expressed 
the highest admiration: and, though a devout Catholic, he predicted 
that the universal religion of the future would be “Enochism,” com- 
bining the best. elements in Judaism, Christianity and Moham- 
medanism. Zionism, he regarded with sympathy as a product of, 
and to some extent a remedy for, anti-Semitism. 

The editing of this monumental re-issue of the work, as well as 
the translation, leaves a good deal to be desired. None of the recent 
Enghsh literature on the subject has been referred to, though 
references to out-of-date German works are allowed to remain. 
Glaring errors of fact have been left uncorrected (it hardly adds to 
the force of the argument, for example, to describe a non-existent 
expulsion of the Jews from England in 1189, as well as that in 1290). 
And one can hardly imagine that, after the publication of Travers 
Herford’s researches, the author, with his scrupulous sense of justice, 
would have maintained his extremely low opinion of Phadrisaism as 
compared with Saduceeism: or that, on mature consideration, he 
would have continued to speak with such unreserved contempt of 
“Orthodox” Judaism as compared with its Reformed counterpart, 
for which he has nothing but extravagant praise. After the events of 
the past three years, moreover, would he have been so confident 
regarding the religious basis. of anti-Semitism? His son, in his 
additional chapter, seems to get nearer the mark when he ascribes it 
to the mere fact that the Jew is, in certain respects, unlike his peigh- 
bours. “A canary is being persecuted by sparrows,” he points out 
(the inelegant phraseology is, unfortunately, characteristic), “because 
the latter do not forgive the former its being different, because it is 
a minority. 

From what has been said earlier, it will be realised that this work 
is Of permanent value, having much more to recommend it than 
its unhappy appositeness at the present time. It is all the more regret- 
table, in view of this fact, that the publishers’ “ blurb” is so phrased 
as to make it appear that the volume was written ad hoc. “The 
author,” they state, “all but completed this important and pertinent 
work before his recent. death.” Count Heinrich Coudenhove-Kalergi 
ched in 1906, nearly thirty years ago. He was fortunate not to have 
witnessed the present shameful reaction, which would deeply have 
wounded his noble, sensitive soul.

PALESTINE FOLK-LORE 

Foik-lore of the Holy Land, by J. E. Hanauer (The Shoidon Press, 
10s. 6d. net.). 

The Folk-lore of the Holy Land, alas, is in grave danger of being 
submerged (like all other folk-lore) by the inroads of modernity. For 
this reason, it is fortunate that Canon Hanauer began to collect it over 
a e neration ago: and for this reason there is likely to be a warm 
welcome for this new and enlarged edition of his well-known work, 
published first in 1907. The anecdotes read smoothly and delightfully ; 
there are here detective stores, humorous anecdotes, and ghost-tales 
of amazing modernity, as well as charming illustrations of village life 
and amplifications of the Biblical record. The Jewish folk-lore of the 
Holy Land is not, of course, neglected. There is a chapter on the 
Purim of Saragossa; a selection of stories of the posthumous protection 
of Palestinian Jews by Abraham and David; an account of Simon the 
Just and of how, in the time of Rabbi Galante, his merits saved the 
land from a great drought; a curious legend regarding the Mezuzah 
said to be embedded in the Jaffa Gate; and so on. Several pages of 
the notes. too, are devoted to a deseription of the Cabbalistical charms 
used by the Oriental Jews in Palestine—by no means enlivening, and 
not specifically Palestinian; this space could assuredly have been 
used to much better advantage for further Jewish Palestinian folk- 
tales, a large selection of which are now to be found in Vilnay’s 
admirable recent compilation. For the study of Palestinian lore, this 
book is indispensable. But it may perhaps have a wider importance. 
Many of the legends are strongly reminiscent of ancient Midrashim, 
which themselves no doubt embodied the folk-lore of Palestine in 
the early centuries of the Christian era. A scientific comparison of 
the two sources would be instructive, and might prove important. 


TWO NOVELS 
Abram Lewis, Agent, by Alfredo Segre (Geoffrey Biles, 7s. 6d.). 
Czar, by Maurice Bethell Jones (Chapman and Hall, 8s. 6d.). 


Since Hitler made the Jew what editors call “‘ news,”’ the former 
trickle of Jewish fiction has swollen into a flood, which shows no sign of 
abatement in its energy. From every quarter of the globe contributions 
flow in, and ApramM Lewis, AGENT, a novel by an Italian dealing with a 
Cosmopolitan Jew of the Cairo underworld, is again only another attempt 
to capture one of the myriad phases which go towards the moulding of the 
Jewish soul; and, moreover, an attempt which, hke so many other com- 
petent efforts, just falls short of its objective. Lewis, (tourst agent, 
swindler, realist, dope-smuggler, agent-provocateur, respected merchant, 
collossus in his scheming, farmly man) is made plausible and not always 
repulsive. His lust for power is represented as the greed to pass on a 
worthy inheritance to his beloved nephew, Bob. Yet despite his well- 
depicted dynamic energy, there is not enough passion in the book to make 
the reader either hate or love its chief character. Signor Alfredo Segre is 
stated to have won the Mondadori Prize with this book. The adequate 
translation of Una, Lady Troubndge, does here and there suggest the 
possibility that the onginal may have merited a mark of distinction for its 
literary worth. 

Although only an indirect contributory to the above-mentioned 
torrent CZAR, is a very remarkable book. Maurice Bethell Jones has, 
in the form of an historical tale, traced the life of that half brute, half 
genius, Peter the Great, who first made Russia a European Power. 
Jews, remembering how they suffered under the.last of the Romanoffs, 
will understand something of the psychology of that dynasty from the 
tale of. this extraordinary man who brought with him from his Grand 
Tour of the West a passion for medical science and constructional 
reform, and yet in his barbarism and his excesses outshone Nero. It 
is, by the, way, interesting to note that his Chancellor, Shafirof, who by 
his diplomacy at a critical moment saved Peter from ignominy and defeat 
at the hands of the Turks, was a Jew. A virile, grandly written book 
which holds from the first word to the last.

Rev. Morris Joseph, in his excellent book on “Judaism as Creed 
and Lafe.” writes of the Rabbins as the authors of the Talmud, and of

teachers of the Talmud not “ Rabbi” but “Ribbi,” as I believe the 
word is pronounced by the Sefardim and is so printed in Sefardic 
Prover Books. 

Rabbi” means literally “My master.” It was a term of respect 
nec i in regard to anyone of a higher social position, and later, of one’s 
teacher. Generally Rabbi was more common among the Jews of 
Palestine; in Babylon “Rav” was the prevailing title. In the Middle 
Accs, the Rabbi of a Jewish Community was in a sense a court official. 
His duty was to be responsible for the collection of taxes imposed on 
He was accordingly a sort of Overseer ; something like a Bishop. 
a word which also has the idea of being responsible for things. Hence 
nt edieval Latin documents one finds the Rabbi styled “Bishop of 
of the Jews” (Episcopus Judaeorum) or, as in this country, “Priest of 
all the Jews of England” (Presbyter omnium Judaeorum Angliae). 

In due course the Rabbi became the interpreter of Jewish law. 
an important position, seeing that in many lands Jews enjoyed 
djutonomy in ther legal and religious affairs. But the Rabbi's was as 
vet no professional oecupation; Maimonides, for instance, earned his 
livelihood as a physician, though he may be said to have been not 
merely the Rabbi of the Jewish Community in Cairo, but the Chef 
Rabbi of thé whole of Jewry. Nor did Maimonides stand alone in this 
regard. It was not until 1350 that the Rabbi became -a paid official 
of his congregation. He qualified for the post by examination, and 
if he succeeded he was given the title of Morénu among. the 
Ashkenazim, art# of Haham among the Sefardim. 

We retain these titles, but we apply them in an entirely different 

In the Middle Ages and down to the era of Emancipation, the 
Rabbi was first and foremost a specialist in Jewish law. If he had also 
studied other subjects that was accidental. To-day we insist that he 
shall also study other subjects besides Talmud. In. olden days the 
tubbi was hardly in touch with the everyday life of his Community. He 
widressed them only twice a year, and then it was to give them strictly 
rchgious advice of a legal character from the pulpit. Actual preaching 
was done by specialist preachers called Maggidim. To-day, Rabbis 
are expected to be very mnuch in touch with their congregations, and as 
lor preaching, there is no holding some of them. In and out of season, 
they wil talk. Perhaps this is one sign of the decay of the office. 
We have the courses of study, the examinations, the Hatarah; but the 
business is an empty show. It is questionable whether in Western 
turope and America, Jews require the old-fashioned type of Rabbi. 
\! the offiee has degenerated in the esteem of the public, the Rabbts, 
vr some of them, have themselves contributed to the result. In many 
“cnerations complaint was loud that the Rabbis were a dead hand on 
Judaism. In others, men who claimed to be Rabbis abused their office 
b» degrading it into a business run for gain. Then there are the puffed- 
Uj tabbis, small souls who do not fit comfortably into their Hatarah 
ccriiheate. But the fault is not altogether the Rabbis’. Their office 


is no longer vital for Jewish life, and sooner or later it will become a

When Abbahu died, three hundred years later, it was said that 
the pillars of the building shed tears! That such a poetic fancy should 
have been associated with his death only proves his popularity durme 
his life-time. One of his particular activities was to defend Judaism 
against attack and mockery. Abbahu himself relates how the Jews 
were held up to ridicule in the music halls of the time. He must have 
been eminently successful in social intercourse, for he carried no amall 
influence with the Reman Governor. One of the sayings attributed 
to him, probably in his polemics against Christianity 1% this: “If a 
tan says “I arm God,’ he hes; if he says ‘I am the Son of Man,” he will 
regret it; if he says, ‘I ascend into Heaven, he utters words, but 
nothing will happen.” 

Just as he defended Judaism from outside attack, so he was 
mindful of the highest standards within the fold. He advocated the 
noblest principles of charity and humanity. He was a considerate friend 
and a wise counsellor. One day he and his colleague Chia bar Abba 
came to a certain town and preached there. Abbahu, being well versed 
in Haggada, i.e., legend and myth and popular edification, faced 
audiences of hundreds; his friend who was a specialist in Halacha, Le., 
legal enactments, was heard by only a relative few. Abbahu comforted 
his friend. “I,” he said, “ may be compared to a salesrnan at a yurmmble 
sale, where all manner of cheap stuff is procurable, and therefore 
attracts large crowds. You, on the other hand, are like a merchant of 
precious stones; only a relative few will come to you but they will be 
of fine quality.” Abbahu’s favourite sayings are worth pondering. 
“Be rather.” he counselled, “among those who are persecuted than 
among those. who persecute.” He urged the heads of households not 
to rule by fear. He was friendly to those who adopted Judaism. The 
folly of paving attention to dreams he castigated as it deserves; he 
urged the duty of honouring parents by reference to the case of Ben 
Dara. a Gentile. who let an attractive business deal fall through rather 
than wake his aged father who was asleep at the crucial moment. 
Above all virtues he prized charity, and he was of those who advocated 
the widest charity, even though it benefited swindlers. Characteristic of 
the man was his saying, “As a man is estimated here below, so he will be 


regarded in the world to come.” GNA 
Such was one of the Rabbis of the Talmud.. He might well be 
a model for the Rabbis of our own generation.

Palestine’s Growing Trade With Germany 


DEALING WITH THE ENEMY: WHAT THE FIGURES SHOW 


THE REFUGEES’ POINT OF VIEW 
[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM | 


The controversy that has been aroused in Palestine and abroad 
over the Haavarah issue has been given point by the publication of 
the June figures of foreign trade done by this country. For the first 
time since the British occupation, imperts from Germany exceeded 
those from the United Kingdom. Of the total imports during the 
month amounting to £1,354,979 (they were £1,191,829 in June, 1934), 
the distgibutron was: 


Germany ... ... £173,718 
United Kingdom... he kee 161,530 
United States 140,185 


On the other hand, exports had gone down to £69,369 (compared 
with £101,475 in the same period last year), and the following surprising 
picture was revealed : 

United Kingdom, £5,247; Germany, £652; United States, £368. 

Syria was the largest importer of Palestine goods in the last 
month of the half-year, buying a total of £28,160. 


£70,000 Order for Nazi Firm 

Certainly the political argument in favour of the opponents of the 
Transfer System is a strong one, but it does appear that too little 
attention is bemg paid to the counter-arguments of those inti- 
mately concerned with the flight from Germany. There ts a great 
deal of criticism of the debenture issue by the new Portland Cement 
Works, the “Shunshon” Company, which has earmarked the £70,000 
involved for purchase only through the Haavarah. The entire plant 
is to be purchased in Dessau, Germany. There are obviously 
os arguments pro and con this method of getting money out of Germany. 
+ Yet to many local German-Jewish residents, it is a matter of resent- 
ment that the adversaries of the system fail to differentiate between 

Germany and German Jewry when advocating the boycott. 


Profits From Haavarah 

The pomt that seems to have been overlooked is the profits which 
are being accumulated by the Haavarah office in Tel-Aviv. The 
“Shimshon” stock, for example, is being sold at 102 per cent., and the 
extra 2 per cent. is being taken for floating and handling charges. 
If the Haavarah is to come under public control, in line with the recent 
resolution of Congress, obviously the money is to become part of a 
public fund. It were better to consider the uses to which the fund 
might -be put than to devote the bulk of attention to the broader 
issue. 

A German-Jewish acquaintance remarked that one cannot expect 
400,000 people to pack up their minimum belongings in suit-cases and 
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leave everything behind to go to an unknown country, as did their 
forefathers from Spain. There must be economic planning for any 
wholesale emigration. World Jewry feels political resentment against 
the German official leaders for the ruthlessness of their methods : 
but are the measures proposed against German Jewry, amounting to. 


an unbreakable embargo, any less ruthless? 


Good Business For Arabs 

He pointed out that Arab merchants, and particularly druggists, 
were now selling more German goods than ever before, principally, of 
course, because direct representation had been given up by Jewish 
commercial houses. Some of these shops had only a small Jewish 
clientele. If Jews suspended any form of trading with Germany, the 
Arab shopkeepers, eager to get goods in the cheapest market for a 
quick turnover and an easy profit, would have no hesitation in 
purchasing direct from German factories, with no moral or economic 
law to prevent therm. The Mandate system provided for indiscriminat: 
eommerce in Palestine. The effect of a Jewish boycott might poss:bly 
be, therefore, a complete loss for the German Jews, but only a slightly 
depreciating effect upon Germany's export trade to Palestine. | 

Politically, this argument may be(indefensible, but it is the view- 
point of those personally involved in the effort of transplantation. 


A “ Flash-in-the-Pan’’ Coalition 
PASSING PHASE IN ARAB POLITICS 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM | 


To anyone who has followed the fluctuations and ineptitudes of 
that peculiar growth thriving upon incidental and opportunist agita- 
tion—the Arab Nationalist Movement in Palestine—it needs no great 
amount of perspicacity to foretell that the-unity secured for the nonc 
among the usually dissentient parties will last httle longer than thy 
present transitory phase of incitement. 

One might almost say that perversity maketh strange bed. 
fellows. That is the only possible summing up of the amalgamation 
achieved among the five large and small Arab factions, ranging frow 
the comparatively powerful Mufti's party to the insignificant (and 
hitherto obscure) National Group at Nablus. 


Dis-unity 

A unity such as that obtained over the illegal arms issue at the 
end of October cannot endure by the very nature of the coalition. The 
parties have no clear policies individually, so that they can hardly 
be expected to map our a-common hne of permanent action. The 
warring personal interests of their leaders are the strongest barriers 
against the continuance of even the most tenuous of partnerships. 

But it would be a fallacy to ignore entirely the important factor 
that, in times which they consider opportune for general Arab incite- 
ment, the Arab politicians are able to band together for their mutual! 
advantage and unpose their will upon the bulk of the urban population. 
The almost complete stoppage of activity on Saturday, October 26th, 
was an evidence of what the Arabs might secure by united means. 


The Women 

The appearance of Arab women upon the political scene is another 
fairly novel factor in Palestine life. Two years ago, at the time of the 
1933 disturbances in Jerusalem and Jaffa, the wives of four or five 
party leaders submitted a petition to the High Commissioner calling 
for the cessation of Jewish immigration and land purchase. A fort- 
night ago, denouncing the alleged arming to the teeth of the Jewish 
population, they threatened that unless the Jews delivered up a 
certain quantity of arms or, alternatively, that Jewish leaders were 


deported, they would advise the Arab population to arm and protect 


themselves. > 


The Government 

Viewing the attitude of the Government towards the recent scare. 
one admires its equability and refusal to become panicky. Yet 
one cannot help thinking that there were a good many seditious 
utterances in the Arab propaganda with which the Government ought 
to have dealt more severely. If such statements did not actually come 
within the proscribed terms of racial incitement, they ran perilous! 
close to the border-line. 

For the time being, there is left a loosely-knit structure of Arab 
political co-operation that cannot survive the next wind of factiona! 
schism. But it teaches the lesson that there are cireumstances i” 
which such fusion can be attained even among hysterical agitators. 
To counter the effects of a possibly better established party unity at 
some future date, the Jewish population is bound now not to relax 


its efforts at consolidation and expansion, and by peaceful means to 


negative any attempts to disturb its equilibrium. Safety can 
only come from persistent and unremitting brilding up of the 
political and economic fabric of the national home.

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Modern Architecture in Palestine 
By CECIL J. EPRILE, F.R.I.B.A. 

To define what is meant by Architecture would outrun by many 
pages the space available for these notes on ‘‘Sefer Hashana Le Binyan,’’ 
3695. edited by J. Schiffman, and published by the Mischar VeTaasiyeh 
(‘o.. of Tel-Aviv. It is perhaps sufficient for our purpose to state that 
Architecture is but the wmsthetic resultant of scientific effort to construct. 
The expression of good building is influenced by function and construction. 
‘Architecture’? apphed to mask either of these principles ceases to be 
cood building, whereas a stark feat of engineering; balanced and poised 
with scentifie skill, may justly be called good Architecture. 

The influerfee of construction on expression is considerable: for 
example, the so-called modern tendency towards horizontal emphasis is 
the direct outcome of scientific methods of building in steel and ferro- 
concrete, the spanning of huge voids with steel girders and reinforced 
conerete beams, obviating the use of vertical supports, produces naturally 
« horzontal panel, and the decorative treatment therein must necessarily 
follow hence long shallow windows divided into long shallow panes. 

Unfortunately, there are many architects and designers lacking in 
wadenue knowledge and training, who fail to appreciate this simple and 
lonical pnineiple of design, and either become “‘modern’’ for the sake of 
heng “modern’’ or because they are forced to become so by their 
fashionable patrons. It is to be regretted that so great a proportion of 
the buildings ilustrated in this book are of this type; on the other hand 


it is encouraging to note that there are many fine examples of good 
Architecture.

Three very delightful compositions by Austen St. B. Harrison, 


F.R.1.B.A., are illustrated on pages 18 and 19: the first, Government 
House.

Blanket Survey | 
WARMTH FOR CHILLY NIGHTS 


INCE wool is our main topic this week, I cannot resist*the temptation 
to tell you all about the newest blankets. The variety of these 
homely, warm coverings is really amazing—one usually thinks of a 

blanket vaguely as just a plain thing with a whipped edge. 

According to Selfridge’s Blanket Buyer, who knows more about wool 
that seems humanly possible, many modern housewives insist on coloured 
blankets with bound edges. You can certainly get marvellous colours, 
some bound in satin, and others—distinctly dernier cri—bound in velveteen 
dyed exactly to match. 

Of course if you wish to be ultra practical, you'll buy white blankets, 
as they are better for wear, and usually more woolly than the dyed 
variety. If you compare the coloured and the white, you can casily see, 
if you look closely, the distinct difference in the weave. 

For people with undecided | 
views, a compromise is the 
white blanket with modera 
striped border and matching 
whipping. You can get them 
with a wide band of colour at 
the edge, with stripes getting 
thinner and thinner towards 
the “body” of the blanket. 
The very best sort of blanket 
you can buy is Merino wool, 
pure white, bound with pure 
silk satin—a really lovely 
thing. 

If you are in search of 
novelties, here are two amus- 
ing examples:—White and 
orange striped blanket, the 
stripes rather wide, called the 
*Belisha Blanket’’ (it does look 
like a traffic sign), and a 
blanket with an all-over design 
printed on a contrasting coloured background—very good for the nursery 

or grown-up-daughter’s bedroom. 

Should you be one of: those people who like warmth without weight, 
get some cellular blankets. Many people are loath to try them because 
they are afraid they won't wash. Let me hasten to assure you that with 
a reasonable amount of care, they wash perfectly, and don’t drop out of 
shape. They are ideal for use in Summer, and are especially good for the 
nursery. 

If you've never before bought blankets, here are some tips you'll find 
useful— Blankets are bought in the first place by the retailer by the pound 
in weight. There are approximately 6-7 lbs. in a single blanket and 11 Ibs. 
inadouble. The average price per lb. is about three shillings. There- 
fore, fora single blanket you should pay approximately 14s. to 21s., this 
price being fox a reasonably good article. You see that it is quite casy 
to know if you are being quoted fairly. It is very wise to choose British 
blankets, for you get the best value this way. The finest come from 
Scotland or Yorkshire, and you can distinguish them by their weave and

Puddings 


There have been requests for many Or thie Wishes mentioned in the 
dinner menus in our issue of the Istinst. Here are some of the puddings, 
and the other recipes will appear in subsequent issues. 

Cup Puddings 
Two euus. Castor sugar, 4 ozs. 
Margarine, 4 025. Flour, 4 ozs. 
Baking powder, } teaspoonful. Jam. Flavouring. 

Beat the margarine and sugar till soft and creamy, add the lightly 
beaten eggs one at a time, sieve the flour and baking powder together ana 
fold them in. Adda few drops of essence of lemon or vanilla, Grveace 
some patty tins, half fill with the mixture and bake in a moderate ov t for 
fifteen minutes. Turn out on toa hot dish and surround with warm an, 
Raspberry Pudding 

Flowr, 1 breakfastewpfal, Margarine, 4 ozs. 
Raspberry jam, 2 tablespoonfuls. Two eggs. 
Granulated sugar, 2 ozs. Baking powder, 1 teaspoon! 

BEAT the margarine and sugar to a cream, mld the lightly beater 
cggs, stir in the flour and baking powder, add the jam and beat lig! tly, 
Turn into a greased basin, cover and steam for two hours, 


Apricot Whip 
TINNED or stewed dried apricots can. be used. Rub the apricots 
through a sieve. using as little of the syrupas possible. Allow two whites 
of eggs to each half-pint of purée. Whip the whites to a very stiff froth, 
fold them lightly into’the purée and pile up in custard glasses. Serve with 
sponge fingers. If not for a meat meal these can be decorated with 
whipped cream, 


Chocolate Pudding 
Flour, ozs Two eggs. 
Sugar, 4 ozs. Cocoa, 1 OZ. 
Margarine, 4 ozs. Baking powder, | teaspoonful. 
Essence of vanilla, lteaspoonfal. A few almonds. 

BEAT the margarine and sugar to a cream; add the eggs, lightly 
beaten. Dissolve the cocoa in two tablespoonfuls of hot water anid add 
it tothe mixture. Sieve the flour and baking powder; fold them in, add 
the varilla, and mix thoreughly. Blanch the almonds and place them in 
the bottom of a well-greased basin. Pour in the mixture, cover with a 
creased paper, and steam for two hours. Turn out on to a hot dish and 
serve with chocolate sauce. 

Chocolate Sauce.— Mix three ounces of chocolate powder with thiree- 
quarters-of-an-ounce of rice flour. Mix to a smooth paste with ‘talf-a-pint 
of water; stir till boiling and simmer for ten minutes. Add a few crops 
of vanilla essence and, if necessary, a little sugar. 


Fig Pudding 
Sugar, 5 ozs. 
Chopped suet, 4 ozs. 
Baking powder, 1 teaspoonful. 
Two eggs. 

WASH the figs and soak them in cold water overnight. Chop them 
finely. Mix all dry ingredients together and bind with the beaten eggs. 
Turn into a greased basin, cover with a greased paper, and steam for 
two-and-a-half hours. Turn out on to a hot tish and serve with orange 
sauce. 

Orange Sauce.—Two oranges, one lemon, half-a-pint of water, two 
ounces sugar, two teaspoonfuls cornflour or arrowroot. Mix the cornflour 
with a little cold water; pour over half-a-pint of boiling water. Add the 
thinly peeled rind of an orange and the sugar, and simmer for ten minutes; 
then strain. Add the strained juic®of the oranges and lemon, and reboil, 
Apple Meringue Tartiets 

Apple purée, 2 cupfuls. Two oggs. 
Margarine, 1 tablespconful. Sugar. 
Grated lemon rind. Short crust. 

LINE a dozen tartlet tins with short crust, prick at the bottom and 
bake in a moderate oven. Make the apple purée by stewing some apples 
with very little water till thick and smooth, then rab through a sieve. 
Flavour with grated lemon rind and sweeten to taste. Add the margarine 
and beaten egg yolks and stir over a gentle heat till the yolks thicken. 
Cool the mixture, then fill up the pastry cases with it. Whip the egg 
whites to a very stiff froth, fold in carefully two tablespoonfuls of castor 
Sugar. Pile a little on top of each tartlet, dredge with sugar and place 
a cool oven till the meringue is set and lightly browned.

The Hindquarter Meat Problem 
From the Rev. M. COHEN 
To the Editor of Ture Jewisu Curonicie 


Sir,- ‘Your correspondents on the hindquarter question, I think, 
have missed the crux of the matter. The prohibition against the sale 
of unporged hindquarters is merely part of the whole problem of Kashrut, 
ranging from Shechita to the provision of milk under supervision, and 
the prohibition of jellies obtained from Trefa calves and bones. 

The layman and the housewife are free to decide whether they 
desire to remain true to their faith and support Kashrut, which is practi- 
cally the only remaining bul@ark against assimilation. But it is 
ridiculous of them to argue against the Beth Din, the only competent 
authority, who wish to enforce the regulations of Kashrut. 

There can be no such thing as “‘half Kasher.’’ Either a thing is 
Kasher or Trefa, and when the Beth Din, who are the competent 
authorities, appointed to deal with religious affairs, tell us that a certain 
thing is Trefa, what can we say in the. matter? 

We should be grateful to them and give them our hearty support 
for ensuring that when we purchase and pay for Kasher food we are 
not palmed off with Trefa food. And it is really our duty to inform 
them of any laxity in the enforcement of Kashrut regulations which comes 
to our notice.

November 8rd, 1906, indicates a centenary of no great importance, but 
bevertheless of interest to students of Anglo-Jewish History : 

_ Finst Jewisa Juror. The following paragraph taken from THe Hive, 
Chester, 1885-6, seems worth placing on record in “N. & Q.”’: “ First Jewish 
Juror—Mr. Joseph Hess, Silversmith, of Liverpool, was the first person of the 
Jewish persuasion who evér discharged the duties of a juryman in any Court in 
this Kingdom. He was sworn on the Pentateuch, forming one of the Grand 
Jury at the Kirkdale Quarter Sessions on the 17th day of November last (1835).”’ 

Curiously enough there seems to be no mention of this in the 

Contemporary local press. We learn a good deal about Joseph Hess from 
‘acicn Wolf's “ History and Genealogy of the Jewish Families of Yates 
and Samuel, of Liverpool,” since he married Sarah, fifth daughter of 
Samuel Yates the English progenitor of the family. Joseph Hess was — 
born: in Liverpool cirea 1792, and died there in 1853. Lucien Wolf 
states him to be a watchmaker by profession, but he appears in Gore’s 
Liverpool Directories of the time as a silversmith, member of the firm 
of Yates and Hess, stone, seal and copperplate engravers, watchmakers 
and jewellers, of 15, Lord Street, Liverpool. Possibly he was confused 
With R. Hess who, at the same period, was a watch and clock manu- 
facturer in 36, Pool Lane. Joseph Hess was one of the founders of the 
Liverpoo) Hebrew Philanthropic Society.

The Minister was brought before the Beth Din, 
and the girl and her Jewish fiancé were marned at the Great 
Synagogue, by permission of its Executive, so that the Jewish name 
mught be rehabilitated in the eves of her family. 

Mr. Laski complimented Councillor Moss on his part in the inquiry 
into the German text-books in Manchester schools, which were said to 
have a Nazi bias, and which were withdrawn by the Education 
Authorities. The Council had also succeeded in persuading the head- 
master of a school to alter the form of the higher criticism of the 
Bible undertaken there as far as the Jewish boys were concerned. 
Other matters referréd to included the help given in German refugee 
eases; the intervention of the Chairman in the political campaign to 
defend the Jewish name, when it was alleged that a candidate had 
unfairly tried to use a letter accusing Jews of “dumping” Japanese 
goods; the hanging-out of washing on Sundays; the orgamsation of 
‘buses by the Manchester Corporation to the cemeteries before the 
High Festivals; Jewish employers and trade umon matters, etc, The 
Chairman paid a tribute to Messrs. I. Sandler, [. Apfelbaum, W. Woltf- 
son and R. Barrow Sicree for.ther help in various ways. 

Mr. I. Sandler presented the Joint Hon, Secretaries’ report. The 
“Poor Man’s Lawyer” department, he said, wag now. permanently 
established, and was gratefully appreciated by those it helped. The 
recently begun Juvemle Employment Advisory Bureau was showing 
success, and an Arbitration Panel had been set up and would shortly 
be brought to the public notice. The Chief Rabi had been 
approached on the subject of conversions, and future cases would be 
dealt with by a joint committee of the Council and the Beth Dun. 

The accounts were presented by Mr. 8. Classick, Treasurer. He 
appealed to all Jewish societies that still remained without the Council 
to apply for affiliation, so that the Council should truly represent al! 
local Jewry. Mr. D. Kostoris seconded the adoption of the accounts. 
A vote of thanks was accorded to the Honorary Auditors, Messrs. 
Bernard Myers and Co. 

A sub-committee, under the Chaumanship of Mr. L. Kletz, had 
considered the need for Hebrew education in the Heaton Park district. 
and had reported favourably. The Talmud Torah and the Joint 
Jewish Education Board were to join in the establishment of suitable 
classes. The Shechita Board had agreed. with the Council to obtain 
a further consensus of opinion on the question of a Communal Rabbi. 
Mr. J: Mamlock presented a report on the second German Jewish 
Rehef Fund, which realised £12,070, with an expenditure of £118. 
Mr. N. M. Jacobs said that to date the third appeal stood at £3,000. 
Mr. Nathan Laski announced that the Vice-Chancellor of Manchester 
University had expressed high appreciation of the work of the five 
German refugee professors there. The Jewish Fund had voted £3,000 
to the University to help on that work. Tribute was paid to the 
German Refugee Committee, with Mrs. Susman as Chairman and the 
Rev. J. P. Mendoza as Hon. Secretary. Mr. Mamlock reported that 
the Polish Relief Fund stood at over £2,000 to date in Manchester. 

A letter was read from Mr. H. A. Nathan, J.P., President of the 
Great Synagogue, referring to the Council a resolution passed_that 
morning at a joint meeting (at which he presided) of representatives 
of the Great, the Higher Crumpsall and the Holy Law Synagogues, 
requesting the Communal Council to call a conference of all Syna- 
gogues in the district to discuss the need for a United Synagogue. The 
meeting gave the Executive of the Council full power to act as early 
as possible, and Mr. Laski suggested that if they came to a favourable 
decision they could then solve the problem of appointing a Communal 
Rav to head the United Synagogue.

Mr. Israel Hoffman, who, it will be remembered, was a first-prize 


winner in the pianoforte semor section of THe Jewish CHronicte Music 


Festival, held a few years ago, 
~~ does not confine himself entirely to 
oe pianoforte playing at which he has 
oe achieved so much success.

his idea. But on returning to Lake Como last summer, he became 
possessed with the same desire to conquer the lake. He hired a boatman 
to row him over to Bellagio, in order to” swim back to the shore where 
he was staying. He accomplished the feat. The boatman, who had 
previously taken one hour to swim from shore to shore accompanied 
Hofiman, but was anxious that the pianist should not beat his time for 
the swim. Nevertheless, Hoffman crossed the lake—a distance of two- 
and-a-half kilometres—in fifty-five minutes. When he arrived, all the 
boatmen on the shore, who had got wind of his venture, were lined up to 
receive him. Perhaps it, was just as well that he was followed during 
the swun by the boatman (who was continually urging him to go slowly 
so that he would not beat his time), for some weeks later, two brothers 
were drowned while attempting the sare swim. 

At the Zionist Summer School held near Battle, Sussex, Hoffman 
was bathing in a poal and heard cries for help from a fellow student, 
who was bathing at the same time and could not swim. Hoffman went to 
his aid, and managed to get him out of deep water.

and a former co-Treasurer. Mr. Lazarus was a member of the Liberal 
Jewish Synagogue, and for a number of years served on its Council. 


Mr. M. Kaye writes : 


The Jewish Orphanage has lost an ardent supporter in the death of 
Mr. 8. O. Lazarus. He and his family have been intimately connected 
with that institution for the last half-century, and four of them 
have heen closely associated with its Management. The late Mr. 
Simeon Lazarus and now Mr. Samuel Lazarus are added to the list 
of past patrons, for they have left a record of service behind them that 
should inspire others to follow in their footsteps. The deceased was a 
prominent member of the Committee more than a generation ago. For 
a dozen years or so he served as co-Treasurer with Mr. Alphonse D. 
Joseph. Those were the days of frequent appeals to the Jewish public 
for raising the scores of thousands of pounds necessary to carry on the 
work of the Orphanage. With changes in the personnel of the Manage- 
ment, the Committee elected Mr. Lazarus a Vice-President of the 
Orphanage, and in this capacity he served to the last, co-operating with 
most of the Committees and Sub-Committees in the complicated details 
of running such a large Home. His cool judgment at critical times was 
much valued by his colleagues, and his wise counsel was always helpful 
in their deliberations. He was a real friend of the helpless children in the 
Never Tsedek, and was ever ready to show kindness and encouragement 
to the staff in their responsible duties. The name of Lazarus will never 
be forgotten there. 


Mr. JOHN BEARMAN 


The untimely death in London on Monday last, after a long illness, 
of Mr. Joon Bearman, has cast a gloom over the Lodges of the Grand 
Order of Israel and Shield of David. Mr. 
Bearman, who was forty-two years old, was, 
at the time of his death, Grand Trustee of 
the Amalgamated Order. He was Chairman 
of the Jonathan and David Club, opened 
carly this year in.

On one occasion, he turned a 
room into a representation of a circus, with attendants dressed as 
wrformers: on another, his house became a Police Court.

Policewomen in uniforms, 
complete with truncheons, whistles and handcuffs, were the waitresses. 
At another gathering, he staged a mimic rodeo. The late Mr. Stone was 
Managing Director of Charles Burt, Ltd., Regent Street: He was a 
member of the Board of Management of the Central Synagogue, Great 
Portland Street, and one of its representatives at the United Synagogue 
Council. The funeral was at Willesden on Sunday morning. 


Mr. FREDERICK JOHN ROBINSON 


A valued link with the history of THe JewisH CHRONICLE was 
severed last week by the death of Mr. F. J. Robinson, who for nearly 
half-a-century was a leading member of the printing staff of this paper. 
There must be persons in all parts of the world, who have at one time 
or another been closely associated with this journal, who will read with 
regret of the passing of ‘‘ Rob,”’ as he was affectionately called. For 
his stalwart figure and genial imperturbability made him almost a symbol 
of that ultimate factor in newspaper production upon which writers and 
statesmen, poets and politicians, great and small in the brotherhood 
of the pen must needs rely. ‘‘ Rob’’ came to Tae JEWIsH CHRONICLE 
when Dr. Benisch was the distinguished Editor and when the paper 
oceupied the first of its offices in Finsbury Square. For many years 
he was foreman printer, relinquishing that arduous office with 
characteristic philosophy when the growth of this journal and the weight 
of vears led him to take a less arduous post in the composing room. 
The family announcements of Births, Marriages and Deaths, were always 
his particular care, and many a shining light born into Anglo-Jewry has 
had his entrance into this world ushered into print by the faithful 
‘* Rob ’’; many a happy marriage has called forth rejoicing by fnends 
in far-off lands announced in the type which his hand assembled. Up to 
a few months past, Mr. Robinson was still active in his work until his 
first and last illness called halt to the task of a lifetime. He passed 
away on Thursday in last week, the day when the paper goes finally to 
press, thus symbolising the great tradition of the printers’ craft 
‘* seeing it through ”’ to the end. Mr. Robinson was married three times, 
and is survived by his third wife, sons and d»xughters. He was buried 
at Nunhead Cemetery. He died at his home at 67, Cranfield Road, 
Brockley, 8.E.

Chehov at the Old Vic 
“The Three Sisters” 


How difficult it is for English actors and producers to present 
Chehow is very vividly shown in the latest Old Vic production. Here 
wa have assembled a cast including quite brilliant players, directed by 
, producer of unquestioned genius, Mr. Henry Cass. And yet this 
Chehov decidedly does not come off. To detect all the reasons for 
this is difticult, and to discuss them would need more space than is 
available. But let me humbly suggest those that seem to me more 
ynmediately discernible. 

\ musical analogy will help. Chehov broke with the tradition of 
one plot as the bones on which to build drama. Some thematic 


yatenal, of course, is met with, but his design rests principally on 
eotional tone. On the other hand, like certain modern musical com- 
posers, he creates his effects by employing tiny themes or figures, often 
‘oourrent or re-stated in varying forms, positive and negative, and by 
‘his moans he emphasises the organic continuum of the process. Each 
fh racters is an instrument producing characteristic tone qualities, 


and the mingling and separation of these result in extraordinarily moving 
chances in mood, temperament and atmosphere. Tempo, of course, is

In short, this production takes the symphony of emotion on its face 
value and presumes an interest in the slender action, when really it 
is a tonal experiment in mood, and each moment has its own beauty 
eonditioned ‘only by the instruments engaged, the design of the “‘figures’’ 
and the immediately previous passages. : 

Since, it appears to me—it-is, of course, a matter open to wide 
dispute--that the whole conducting of the dramatic orchestra at the 
Old Vie is in a style alien to the. composition, it 1s useless to discuss 
individual performances. But, as I have said, the leading parts are 
taken by artists all of whom have brilliant performances to their credit, 
but not un this play. 


“Anthony and Anna” 
CHARMING COMEDY BY ST. JOHN ERVINE 


It is not often that one meets with a play that one can safely 
recommend to all kinds of tastes, but here, surely, at the Whitehall 
Theatre we have one of these rare specimens. And the secret of Mr. 
Ervine’s eatholie appeal is that he concentrates on presenting to us 
people: who are in themselves utterly delightful, and is so well backed 
up in lis task by Harold Warrender and Jessica Tandy. . 

The setting of the story is in one of those delightful country inns 
where the head waiter._and proprietor is an epitome of country wisdom, 
cood humour and shrewd, but kindly, understanding. Here we have 
some delicious acting by James Harcourt, backed up by a clever picture 
of fractious youth provided by Tom Gull, as the hotel * boy. An 
American millionaire, who has ruined his digestion by slaving to get rich, 
and lus pretty daughter whom he has utterly spoiled, are guests at the 
‘quaint’? inn, and there are also an insufferable prig of a novelist and a 
charming young adventurer, rivals for the favours of the spoilt daughter, 
and perhaps even more for those connected with the price of the ruined 
digestion. Now, Mr. Ervine’s adventurer is none of your common and 
cheap dodgers of routine. He is a young man whose University education 
has triumphed to such an extent that he has emerged with definite 
principles, and original ones at that. First among them is a deter- 
inination not to work. He is, he discovers, so charming and cheering 
that just by being in the world he contributes his share towards the 
common weal. We see the methods he employs to tame and win the 
American shrew—the wretched novelist never had much of a chance-— 
and the final dilemma centres round his no-work principle. He sticks 
to it, and the lady’s father sticks to the reverse as a condition of his 
consent. How does Mr. Ervine settle the problem? Truth to tell, 
not very cleverly—but if he would accept the defeat of compromise more 
complacently and eut the third act by half, no one would blame him, 
and our enjoyment would be unalloyed. Excellent performances are 
given, in addition to those mentioned, by Morris Harvey, Clive Morton, 
Fabia Drake and Jack Raine. What perfect casting! 


“Tread Softly” 


A COMEDY OF MIDDLE-AGED MANNERS 
The theme of this comedy at Daly’s Theatre is the contrast 
between the gay and thoughtless passion of youth and the gentler, 

‘hore comfortable romance of later years. | 
To discuss this subject, Mr. Peter Traill takes the story of a father 
who, to save his son from the entanglement of a marriage with a 
glamorous lady years his senior, lures the boy away on a cruise and 
indulges himself ‘in an autumnal affaire de coeur with the lady in the 
lad’s absence. The mature lady is played by Yvonne Arnaud, so her 
resistible charm ig assured; and as Ronald Squire plays the father 
we have the best version of wisdom that has been bought, if not too 
dearly, at any rate at a handsome price. Unfortunately the author has 
'o spend mueh of the first act “ placing *’ the father and laying out the 
rather uninspired story for our information. There are, out of a cast of 
Sight, two interesting characters and an entertaining buffoon cleverly 
portrayed by Edmond Breon. But they have not the opportunity of 
olding interest all the time, for the author, in novelist style, paints in 
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unnecessary “* scenery ’’ and forgets that the interactions of the interest- 


ing characters should always be connected with dramatic development. 
No one wants more than a minimum of that noonday ordinary 
verisimiitude which gives body to the novel, on the stage where the 
three dimensions are there before our eves. And although when the 
moments arrive, as where Mr. Traill descnbes the sophisticated courtship 
of the mature pair, he is never untrue, he is also never very generous 
with just that additional flash of significance that is the reason for 
telling a tale of this kind about such people on the stage. 

: Humour, of course, in such a reflection of human frailty as this, 
is of supreme importance; not just the funny line, but the rich amuse- 
ment of mental attitude. This we have in the second act in the best 
scene of the play where an intrusive bore threatens to spoil a care- 
fully prepared souper 4 deux, and the annoyance of the elderly and 
amorous gent is deliciously amusing. It is only a pity that more of this 
quality is not provided. The acting of Mile. Arnaud and Mr. Squire is 


in itself thoroughly enjoyable even if there are large tracts of the play 
that ramble away from interest. 


3 Times Daily-- At the Piccadilly 


Unhke so many of the nasty mixtures that emanate from the 
doctors’ “scrip” books, and which are also labelled “three times daily,” 
Mr. Alfred Esdaile’s “mixture” of variety at the Picadilly Theatre, 
though proffered thrice per diem, is a delicious draught of entertain- 


ment, and “Dr. Esdaile,” I am sure, will be quite content if each of us 
takes of it one dose a week 


For, every week there is an alteration of programme, with here and 
there is a turn of particular attractiveness retained. This week there are 
Tex McLeod, still spinning ropes and yarns; Peggy Taylor and Company, 
in “‘Kitchen Pirates’; the Four Acés, giving an amusing and ingenious. 
imitation of a dance band, with only a guitar and their four voices: 
Sammy Lewis and Patti Moore, offering an excellent version of what 
is the classic variety act; Elsie Prince; Maurice and Vincent, refreshingly 
informal acrobats; and Albert Powell, one of those gents on a flying 
trapeze. 

There is no greater pleasure than praising the ‘‘Divine Darlings,’ 
beneath which demurely boastful title the ladies of the chorus delight 
us. But this week I feel honesty compels me, while not abating praise 
of their intrinsic merits, to murmur in complaint of the dances arranged 
for them, particularly the ‘‘Powder Puff’’ spectacle. Long, heavy skuts 
are not suitable for kicking, and steps that hang heavily on the light 
measure of a Viennese Waltz rhythm make a ponderous spectacle when 
all should be fragile as Dresden china. Hopping back into the powder 
puff, again, entails a break from ballet steps to the less idealised forms of 
locomotion-—pray, Miss Hagler, give thought to these humble complaints. 

Next week, we hear from Mr. Gordon Courtney, poet laureate to Mr. 
Esdaile, there is a special treat in store for ‘‘Piecadillites.’’ The mouth- 
organ, that lowly source of more or less harmonious noise, till now among 
the less renowned of instruments, has been endowed with an exponent 
of genius, Borrah Minevitch, an American-Jewish boy, who has raised the 
art of harmonica playing—for such 1s the name he prefers to use—to 
extraordinarily high standards. He has formed a harmonica orchestra, 
and recently a short film of his players shown in London caused quite a 
furore of appreciation, Now he ts coming to the Piccadilly for a fort- 
night, trailing behind him glories and triumphs on film, stage and radio, 
the solid. favourite of a host of admirers. The maestro of the mouth-organ 
ought to fill the Piccadilly witi: patrons as well as music, and his success, 
which has been achieved in lie face of great odds, for he started hfe 
as a newspaper boy with the meagrest of education, shoul’ draw a 
mighty number of listeners to this clever Jewish lad.

A Landmark 
WALTON’S FIRST SYMPHONY COMPLETED 
RESOLVING A PROBLEM 


The most important item in the B.B.C. Symphony Concert lass 
week, and probably the most Important item of the whole mirisica) 
season, was the first performance of Walton's first symphony i), ;;. 
complete form. Last season, the first three movements were perfor: ied 
twice, so that we had already had a good opportunity of reali<any 
the tremendous scope and amazing musical vitality of this new achiry 
ment by the composer of “Belshazzar’s Feast. Much has been writte:, 
about the problem Walton had set himself, in writing a fourth yoy. 
ment that should be organically the climax and crown of the othe 
three. That problem was really two : the strictly musical one 9 
writing a movement which should fit the pattern of the others in its 
size, general artistic level and orgamic relationship ; and a Philosop) ica! 
one. in that the restless uncertainty of the first, the daemoniac mnthiee 
of the second and the melancholy quietism of the third move: en 
evoked the question: how would the composer resolve this groupiny 
of varied moods, what would be: his final answer to the Philos hi 
issues implicit in them? | 

That answer has now been given with no uncertain voice: oven 
though the dominating, strident certainty of the first of the two phrase, 
on which the climax of this last movement 1s built up ts followed 
by a second phrase, mto which a note of doubt, the merest hint of 
a questing cadenza, has crept. Even doubt becomes faith, i declared 
dogmatically enough, while m these days of burnt-out fires and dead 
ashes life and movement in themselves are more important than to 
have a chilly perception of the meaning of life and the direction of 
movernent. So at least Walton seems to be saying to me, in this 
last exultant, overwhelmingly vigorous and barbancally domineering 
finale. And only on philosopluc grounds can anyone question whet he: 
Walton has written the right completion to his symphony. Musically, 
technically. his twelve months’ waiting on the moment has resulted 
in a gigantic close to a work which has been throughout concen 
heroically. Walton's first symphony becomes a musical landtark, 
just as his “Belshazzar's Feast’ was such a landmark. The Test of 
the programme was dwarfed by the symphony, and only Strauss’s “Don 
Juan” suggested any comparison. Chopin's first concerto has. little 
purpose except to provide material for the pranist, and Josef Hofmann 
showed once again that he is a consununate master of Chopinesque 
delicacy and whimsicality. A little Mozart also helped to puss the 
time pleasantly before the interval. Sir Hamilton Harty demonstrated 
that the bigwer the work, the bigger his ability to rise to the occasion. 


Schoenberg's ‘Cello Concerto 
PHILHARMONIC MEDAL FOR SIBELIUS 
At last week's concert of the Royal Philharmonic Society, Sir 


‘Thomas Beecham conducted Sibelius’s Sixth Symphony and presented 


the Society's Gold Medal to the composer. It was received on 
his behalf by M. Gripenberg, the Finnish Minister, who read the 
folowing message from Sibelius: “The sympathy my music has 
always met with in Eggland is such that | can never forget how 
much it has meant to me, and my gratefulness towards England will 
last to the end of my life.” It is pleasant that this country and 
Society, which did so much for Beethoven, should inspire such 
cordial thoughts in a composer who, for most of us, comes 
nearest to Beethoven himself in depth of consciousness, dynamic 
power, technical genius and unrelenting self-discipline. The Sixth 
Symphony, austere and almost ascetic in its compression, exemp!ifies 
all these necessary qualities of greatness. It was followed at this 
concert by the first performance of Schénberg's Concerto for ‘Cello 
and Orchestra, after a Concerto for Harpischord, composed in 1746 
by G. M. Monn, with Emanuel Feuermann as the soloist. Schonberg 
may have found it personally amusing to score a charming little 
18th century trifle for everything but the kitchen stove, and to ask 
a ‘cellist to play things that go bump in the night; but the joke 
was less enjoyable for those who had to suffer it. 


A Singer Who Loves Singing 
HERTA GLUCKMANN’S RECITAL 

Herta Gliickmann, a contralto of more than average interest, 
gave a recital of songs at the Aeolian Hall on Monday. She has 
obviously and rightly learned a lot from the greatest lieder singer of 
the age—Elena Gerhardt. It is not merely technique that she has 
learnt, but that even more precious, if less easily definable, thing of 
which technique is but the necessary servant. Herta Gliickmann 
obviously loves singing, because it is to her the inevitable express 
ion of a life that is full of spiritual riches. Her programme on 
this occasion, however, contained insufficient masterpieces to give 
scope for these inestimable qualities. Perhaps it was of design 
that she sang no composition of the greatest of all lieder writers, 
but Schumann and Brahms have written deeper. works than those 
she chose. ‘Taking the recital, however, in holiday mood, one could 
find plenty of enjoyment, for Migs Gliickmann can weave magic 
even into Mahler's rather obvious “Rheinlegendschen,” and there w2s 
nothing in the programme that was other than good, if light, music. 
Nor must one criticise adversely merely because one feels that Miss 
Glickmann almost alone to-day could plumb the depths of tbe

Splendid Work on a Poor Story 

(‘‘U"’ Certificate) 

Magnificently produced, and equipped with some of the best. sets 
seen in British pictures, this film is excellent yust so long as it remains 
spectacular. The photography of masses of men and machinery. the 
vastness of it all, splendid in themselves, are unfortunately tied to « 
tale that is not only improbable, but silly. The film is set in a future 
era, when the passage of the Atlantic by airplane ts a matter of howrs: 
and yet two nations are prepared to spend at least fifteen years. ay 
enormous amount of money and hundreds of hves on building a trans. 
atlantic tunnel, which could not, surely, offer any improvement on 
existing methods of transport. If it could, it was the film’s business 
to show it to us—however fantastic it mght appear. The exteriors 
are certainly modernist if not futurist, but the interiors might 
represent the setting of almost any modern “society” picture. 
is vain to regret fine effort wasted on an unjustifed theme. 

The director, Maurice Elvey. has turned out a cunous muixttre of 
good and bad-work. In the tunnel itself, he is excellent : his handling 
of crowds and settings leaves nothing to be desired. Outside, however, 
it is another story. For example, such a’scene as that at the mouth) 
of the tunnel when a crowd assembles after a termble disaster would 
have been much more impressive if the crowd had represented any. 
thing like the number which does gather at disasters. Nor was the 
mood of tragedy conveyed here. Outside, too, the story grows worse 
One is asked to believe, for mstance, that the engineer, who has 
previously been so vitally important to the work of construction that 
he almost lives down below, can take months off from his work mn orde: 
to acheve front-page -publicity. This, incidentally, supplies the 
jealousy motive upon which the rest of the above ground story is 
based. Such instances could be multiplied. 

For some reason—possibly director's instructions——Ruichard Dix 
overacts where restraint was demanded, and when offered the oppor- 
tunity for histremics does not use it; but always he looks the part. 
Madge Evans acts poorly until she becomes blind, after which she 
is magnificent. Fine, too, 1s the werk of Leshe Banks, despite his 
unfortunate knack of speaking out of the side of his mouth. In a 
good supporting cast, there are “special portrayals” by George Arliss 
and Walter Huston. Why it was thought necessary to ask M: 
Arliss to repeat, almost exactly, his performance in “Disraeli) passes 
comprehension. 


“ACCENT ON YOUTH'’—Plaza (‘‘A’’ Certificate) 

It seems peculiar, though perhaps it is not, that Sanisor 
Raphaelson, who has prepared the scenario for many Lubitsch filrns 
should have his own comedy adapted for the screen by other hands 
Certainly the result is an attractive and clever film, stressing wit and 
unconventional situations in preference to personalities. 

The chief part is that of a successful playwright of mature years, 
who, when responding to the love of his young secretary, feels impelled 
to test his dramatic ideas by placing an accent on youth. This has 
the effect of causing the young woman to marry, somewhat discon- 
certingly to us all, the humourless, college-sporting type of youth whe 
had played the juvenile lead in the dramatist’s most recent success, 
thus proving the latter's dramatic contentions to his personal «is- 
comfiture. But since the literary secretary, who has also become 
actress, does not appreciate a honeymoon spent among ‘swimming 
pools, golf links and tennis courts, the marriage is an early failure, 
and she returns to the side of her elderly lover. A delightful piece 
of semi-intellectual nonsense now rounds off an entertainment whicli 
has continual wit and intelligence in the writing, and gains from the 
quietly impressive direction of Wesley Ruggles, which almost conceals 
the essentially static nature of the subject. 

Sylvia Sydney handles her passionate first outburst, which is s° 
important, in a beautifully controlled manner, and in general cores 
back to her very best form in a much more sensible part than slie 
has had for some time. Herbert Marshall is thoroughly competen! 
and understanding as the dramatist, and Philip Reed interprets the 
callow lover with considerable success. There are further entertain ng 
performances by Ernest Cossart (who was se funny in “Two tor 
To-night”), Astrid Allwyn, who is most attractive, and Holimes 
Herbert, whose sketch of a faded matinee idol bears presuma!|y 
deliberate resemblance to a famous screen figure.

Sacrifice 
By AUNTIE 
HE weekly portion of the Pentateuch 
to be. read to-morrow contains the 
story of the so-called sacrifice of 
Isaac. We glibly so describe it, but 
the whole point of the story is that Isaac was 
not sacrificed. I wonder if you have ever 
‘thought what the demonstration on Mount 
Moriah implied. For that it was a demonstra- 
tion there cannot be a shadow of doubt. 


A New Way 

The whole course of Abraham's hfe as 
storied in the text of the Bible and in Jewish 
tradition—and I am quite sure that many of 
the legends that have been handed down con- 
tain a large stratum of truth—the whole 
course of his life was directed to showing the 
people with whom he came into contact a new 
way of life and the truth concermng God, the 
Creator of Heaven and earth. We have the 
story of the breaking of his father’s idols—all 
except one, in whose hands he placed a 
hammer, to suggest that this was the culprit, 
and when his father told him that it was 
impossible for this idol to have smashed all 
the rest, Abraham delicately hinted that it 
was preposterous to worship these blocks of 
wood and stone. And there is the other story 
of how he showed the wayfarer -who wor- 
shipped the heavenly bodies that they were 
only servants of One Who had made them all. 
It is quite in keeping with his mode of thought 
that—under Divine direction—he should have 
been led to make a more public and stnking 
avowal of what it was that God—/is God— 
required of man, 


A Barsarovs Custom 

There is ample evidence that among the 
primitive peoples by whom Abraham was sur- 
rounded the custom of offering human sacri- 
fice—generally young children—was rife. We 
hear of the hideous god, Moloch, within whose 
iron intenor a fiery furnace was kept burning 
and the sacrifices were placed on the out- 
stretched arms of the idol to roll into the 
flames and be consumed. You may well 
shudder at the bare mention of such a horror, 
and we can understand why Moses and the 
later prophets protested against this abomina- 
tion. “Thou shalt not give any of thy seed 
to make them pass through the fire to Moloch 
and profane the name of thy God.” “ Every 
abomination to the Lord which He hateth have 
the nations done unto their gods; for even 
their sons and their daughters do they burn 
in the fire to their gods.” We ean well con- 
ceive that Abraham set out to show that this 
was an abomination and was not required by 
his God. We have seen how he taught the 
kings of the plain that he would not wage war 
for the sake of booty and how he was out to 
teach a still more important lesson.

Anything that Abraham did, we may be 
sure, was likely to be noticed by the people 
among whom he dwelt. He was a mighty 
prince of great wealth, one with whom it was 
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worth while to make treaties, as shown by the 
action of Abimelech, the pact with whom 1s 
commemorated in the name Beersheba. We 
may be sure that when he set out with his 
only son bearing all the appurtenances of sacr- 
fice the news soon spread and there were 
curious watchers anxious to see what would 
happen. And we can imagine what a deep 
impression was made when having keyed up 
expectation to the very last moment the sacri- 
fice Abraham actually offered was not his son 
but a stray mountain sheep whose horns were 
caught in a nearby thicket. We can imagine 
how the story was told over the camp fires for 
miles around and how Abraham caused to be 
spread the version that is recorded for us in 
the Bible. God does ask us for sacritice, they 
were told—not the sacrifice of innocent little 
children, but the sacrifice of ready obedience, 
of the subjection of human desires to the 
Divine will. God asks for man’s love in return 
for all the blessings which He bestows. 
“And I have been blessed.” we can think of 
Abraham: telling them. “I have been given 
great possessions; I have been giveh a son in 
my old age; I have been granted a loving wife 
and a peaceful home. By following the way I 
have been taught you too may be blessed. 
Fot that is the greatest blessing of all—that 
others may benefit by your example.”. Only 
thus can Israel hope to be a blessing to the 
world, by himself fulfilling the will of God: 
“In thy seed shall all the nations of the earth 
be blessed; because thou hast. obeyed My 
voice.”
